The refinefy was proposed 
for Clinton, Surrey or Mer¬ 
ritt and touched off a wave of 
protest when first announced ' 
last year. 

Provincial Energy Minister 
Jack Davis said that while the 
refinery issue had not been 
discussed in cabinet, he would 
be very surprised if' it wept 
ahead in the form proposed 
by the former government. 

Duplication 

“I’d be surprised if it went^, 
ahead at all,” he said. ‘‘First 
of all, it would be a duplica¬ 
tion of existing refinery ca¬ 
pacity. As demands increase 
it should be easy to add to 
existing plants owned by pri¬ 
vate companies. The proposed 
refinery would have been 
very large, would have result¬ 
ed in excess capacity ipid 
would have added basically 
to the price of gasoline and 
taxes.” 

Both Davis and Premier 
Bennett noted that there is an 
excess of gasoline on the 
Lower Mainland at present 
with a price war under way. 
“The only thing we are short 
of right now is bunker oil,” 
Bennett said. 

Exceptional 

Davis admitted that situa¬ 
tion was exceptional. 

“It is an exceptional situa¬ 
tion in Vancouver,” he said. 
‘‘There is more competition, 
if I can call it that. There is 
more cut-rate gas available 
than in any other city in Can¬ 
ada and our actual price at 
the pump is quite low when 
compared with Toronto or 
Montreal. That’s an indication 
of capacity for sure. The gas¬ 
oline is there, we’ve got com¬ 
petition without an expensive 
new refinery which would just 
duplicate existing plants.”

‘BEIRUT (AP) — Palestinian guer¬ 
rillas and Moslem private armies took 
over most of Lebanon on Wednesday, 
and Egypt's official Middle East News 
Agency said Lebanese Christian leaders 
accepted a Syrian ceasefire proposal. 

The Palestinians and Moslems said 
they were marching on Beirut 

There was no confirmation of the 
ceasefire here or from Damascus. 

Before the Cairo report, Lebanese 
state television said the nation was in 
“a state of total armed anarchy,” with 
fierce fighting “from one end of the 
country to the other.”

Whelan tells dairymen 


CALGARY (CP) - Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Eugene Whelan 
told dairy farmers Wednesday 
they mqst lower industrial 
milk production immediately. 

Speaking to the annual 
meeting of the Dairy Farmers 
of Canada, Whelan said milk 
production currently is 20 to 
26 per cent ahead of last year 
and the increase is causing 
problems in the dairy in¬ 
dustry. 

He said it appeared that 
production for the full 1975-76 
dairy year will exceed the re¬ 
quired 100 million hundred¬ 
weight by about II million 
hundredweight. 

This would result in a sur¬ 
plus of nearly 50 million 
pounds of butter, he said, 
costing the Canadian Dairy 
Commission 5500.000 a month 
for storage.

Heavier tanker traffic 
inevitable, says Evans 


OLYMPIA, Wash (AP)-In¬ 
creased tanker traffic is inevi¬ 
table and a single superport is 
needed to minimize the threat 
of oil spills, Governor Dan 
Evans said Wednesday. 

In a special energy and 
transportation address to the 
state legislature, the governor 
called for construction of a 
superport-oil pipeline system 
which could cost 5400 million. 

The superport proposal is a 
repeat request of one year 
ago. The idea is to require all 


Puget Sound-bound tankers to 
stop at a single terminal west 
of Pbrt Angeles. Their loads 
of crude oil would go to 
Whatcom and Skagit county 
refineries via submarine pipe¬ 
line. 

With the Canadian govern¬ 
ment slowly cutting off crude 
oil supplies via pipeline,, in¬ 
creasing pressure will • be 
placed on tanker traffic, 
Evans said. 

“We must increasingly rely 
on tanker traffic,” he said. 


‘‘The only alternative is to 
shut down the four refineries. 
That isn’t a reasonable alter¬ 
native. It’s unthinkable.” 

The system could cost up' to 
5400 million, he said, adding: 
”1 think we can do it for a lot 
less.” He said he has suggest¬ 
ed most strongly that the fed¬ 
eral government help under¬ 
write the project, particularly 
if the state becomes a' 
transfer point for mid-U.S.- 
bound Alaska crude.

Imports 
could swell to any amount de¬ 
sired." 



However, a spokesman for 
the right-wing Christian Pha¬ 
lange militia in Beirut denied 
the report. He said the 
Syrians were to meet with the 
Christian side this morning 
and any predictions about ac¬ 
ceptance or rejection of the 
proposals were premature. 

The news agency said the 
ceasefire, which calls for an 
equal share in Lebanon’s gov¬ 
ernment for the Moslems, was 
to be signed today. 

It said Lebanon's Christian 
president, Suleiman Franjleh, 
accepted the Syrian ceasefire, 
proposals after he was given 
authority by other Christian 
parties to talk with Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. 

The agency said Interior 
Minister Camille Chamoun, a 
powerful leader of one of the 
Christian factions, was 
against the agreement. Earli¬ 
er in the week, Chamoun ac¬ 
cused Syria of sending its own 
troops into Lebanon. 

Abu Leila, recognized as the 
No. 2 man in the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, told the Associated 
Press in the Syrian capital of 
Damascus that Lebanese 
Moslems would accept no 
ceasefire without first obtain¬ 
ing their political goals. 

Lebanese Christians now 
have the edge in political 
power, and control most of 
the economic Wealth. 

King Hussein of Jordan met 
in Damascus with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, ap¬ 
parently in support of the 
Syrian mediation. 

Much of the devastated Le¬ 
banese capital was already in 
the hands of leftist Moslems 
fighting rightist Christians in 
the nine-month-old civil war. 

Reinforced by a large 
Palestinian Liberation Army 
force that crossed into Leban¬ 
on from Syria during the 
night, the Moslems and guer¬ 
rillas took over Chtoura, on 
the Beimt-Damascus' highway 
30 miles from Beirut, and 
tightened a siege on Zahlah in 
the Bekaa Valley, the Leban¬ 
ese army reported. 

The Palestinian-Mostem as¬ 
sault squeezed Christians into 
a mountainous one-fourth o^ 
the country along the coast 
north of Beirut. 

The offensive appeared 
timed to strengthen Syria’s 
hand in mediation efforts. 
Authoritative sources in Da¬ 
mascus said the Lebanese

MONTREAL (CP) — Two persons in a car 
were killed Wednesday night when bomb exploded 
in the vehicle parked across the street from the 
downtown Voyageur bus terminal, police said. 
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MONTREAL (CP) — Pre¬ 
mier Robert Bourassa said 
Wednesday night he would ap¬ 
proach the federal govern¬ 
ment for about $200 million to 
help cover the deficit of the 
1976 Summer Olympics. 

Speaking on the CFCF-TV 
program As It Is, Bourassa 
said this would represent a 
request, not for a special con¬ 
tribution for the Olympics, 
but for a return of tax money. 

He contended in answer to 
questions by interviewers that 
otherwise Quebecers’ taxes 
would be paying for services 
in other provinces by covering 
die full 5600-million deficit 
estimated for the Games, 
which now have a total bud¬ 
get of $1 billion. 

The Quebec premier said 
Olympic costs had climbed to 
$1 billion in four years from 
an original estimate of $210 
million, and that meant a 
large increase in tajf revenue 
to the federal government. 

He added that he would 
suggest to the federal govern¬ 
ment that it would receive 
“let’s say, $200 million more 
than ydu expected” in taxes 
as a result of the skyrocketing 
Olympic costs, and it would 
be only fair that the money 
should be returned to Quebec.

Britain and France 
launched supersonic commer¬ 
cial travel Wednesday, with 
stork-nosed Concorde jets car¬ 
rying passengers at speeds 
over 1,000 miles an hour. But, 
the United States remained 
the key to whether the Euro¬ 
pean joint venture would suc¬ 
ceed. 

There were complaints of 
“excruciating” and “absolute¬ 
ly murderous” noise in the 
takeoff area near London’s 
Heathrow airport. 

The planes have not been 
given clearance to land in the 
U.S. because of the noise fac¬ 
tor, among other complaints.

A British Airways flight 
from London reached Bahrain 
in the Persian Gulf in three 
hours, 38 minutes, more than 
three hours faster than the 
speediest subsonic jet. police 
had to restrain a large crowd 
scrambling to see the jetliner 
complete its 3,500-mile non¬ 
stop trip. 

Air France’s Concorde ar¬ 
rived at its Rio de Janiero 
destination half-an-hour be¬ 
hind schedule because it was 
held up during a refueling 
stop at Dakar by a minor 
problem with a door, officials 
said. Pilot Pierre Chamoine 


said actual flying time was 
five hours, 45 minutes. 

Geoffrey Holmes, environ¬ 
mental health officer at Read¬ 
ing under the British Con¬ 
corde's takeoff path, said in¬ 
struments monitoring the 
Concorde registered 134 per¬ 
ceived noise decibels, com¬ 
pared to the Heathrow limit 
of 110. Some studies have as¬ 
serted the noise from the 
Concorde is nearly six times 
that of other new passenger 
jets. 

Henry Marking, British Air¬ 
ways managing director, de¬ 
clared at preflight ceremo¬ 


nies: “The main route we 
want is New York because 
Concorde is tailor-made for 
that operation.” 

U.S. Transportation Secre¬ 
tary William Coleman will de¬ 
cide by Feb. 6 whether per¬ 
mission for two flights a day 
■each to New York and Wash¬ 
ington will be allowed. 

On Wednesday’s flights, the 
British jet reported the only 
mishap. The speed indicator 
in the passenger compart¬ 
ment stuck at about 450 miles 
an hour and refused to budge 
even though the Duchess of 
Argyll gave it a thump with 
her fist.

Wildcat strike erupts 
into Lisbon gunfight 


LISBON (UPI) — A wildcat 
walkout by leftist store clerks 
triggered a blazing gunfight 
with police in Lisbon’s busiest 
square Wednesday, killing a 
bystander and injuring a half 
dozen others. 

Police sakTAntorrio Jose. 26, 
was fatally shot in the chest 
as he took refuge behind a car 
in. Rossio Square. Six others 
were wounded, including a po¬ 
liceman critically injured. 


The gunfight broke out 
when police tried to prevent 
strikers looting a toy shop and 
arrested a photographer snap¬ 
ping pictures. 

Police firing into the air dis¬ 
persed the demonstrators but 
the protesters regrouped and 
began shooting as the officers 
moved toward a police station 
off the square.

PORT HOPE, Ont. (CP) — 
A third school with radiation 
levels above normal has been 
discovered in this area by On¬ 
tario health ministry staff, 
Health Minister Frank Miller 
said Wednesday. 

Miller made tjje announce¬ 
ment at a news conference 
following a closed meeting 
with Mayor Cyril Hewson. 


Miller said ministry staff 
found above-norm«d readings 
in a hallway at George Hamil¬ 
ton public school in Welcome, 
a hamlet just outside town 
limits. There are no plans to 
close the school, he said. 

Two Port Hope schools pre¬ 
viously were found to have 
abnormally high levels of 
radon gas. a byproduct of de¬ 
caying radium.

The Rossio protest was the 
second this month ending in 
bloodshed. On New Year’s 
day. four (Jemonstrators, in¬ 
cluding a West German stu¬ 
dent, were killed when police 
opened fire on an unruly rally 
outside Lisbon’s Custoias pris¬ 
on. 


Moslems sweep on 


Christians would have to 
agree to give Moslems an 
equal share of political power 
as a prior condition to a cea¬ 
sefire in the war that has 
claimed more than 10,000 
lives. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam said 
he was “optimistic” after a 
meeting with Christian Pres¬ 
ident Suleiman Franjieh and 
Moslem leaders,- including 
Rashid Karami, whose resig¬ 
nation as premier Sunday left 
the country without a govern¬ 
ment. 

The Lebanese army said the 
Moslems' and guerrillas were 
aided by 3,500 to 4,000 regu¬ 
lars of the PLA who had 
crossed into Lebanon from 
Syria.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Pa- 
perworkers at four Quebec 
mills ended their three-month 
• strike with a threee-year con¬ 
tract Wednesday but almost 
22,000 other men remained on 
strike against eastern Cana¬ 
da’s pulp industry. 

Some 3,500 members of the 
Canadian Paperworkers 
Union will begin returning to 
work Thursday after voting 
up to 80 per cent in favor of a 
pact allowing annual wage in¬ 
creases of 14, 10 and 8 per 
cent retroactively to May, 
1975. 

The settlement, which will 
bring the basic hourly rate to 
56.99 by the contract’s expiry 
in April, 1978, affected em¬ 
ployees of Quebec Northshore 
Paper Co. Ltd., Reed Paper 
Co. Ltd., Domtar Ltd., and 
the James MacLaren Co. Ltd. 
at B a i e Oomeau, Quebec 
City, Dolbeau, and Buckingh¬ 
am. The companies formed a 
single bargaining unit. 

The agreement wag a small 
but possibly significant break 
in strikes the CPU has con¬ 
ducted against paper compa¬ 
nies in Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
since July. 


CHICAGO (UPI) — r A 
masked gunman Wednesday 
entered a Grade 1 classroom, 
forced the teacher to take her 
clothes off in front of her 
pupils, and attempted to rape 
lier. 

Police said the man held a 
gun to the teacher’s forehead, 
but she resisted and lie fled 
with ^16 from her purse. 

Timothy King, principal at 
Simon Guggenhem elementa¬ 
ry school, called the 41-year- 
old teacher a heroine for re¬ 
fusing to submit to the rape in 
front of the 28 young children 
in her class. 

“It was a hysterical situa¬ 
tion, but she was in control,” 
King said, “Anybody in that 
situation who would think of 
her class before herself,

MONTREAL (CP) Post¬ 
master-General Bryee Macka- 
sey took a i>oke at private en¬ 
terprise Wednesday In a 
speech delending the post of¬ 
fice. 

“Their only aim ... is to 
make a buck,” he said. “But 
we have another mandate: To 
serve, to bind, to unite; to 
provide a communications 
web that links Canadians 
wherever they live.’' 

He was shaking to the Ad¬ 
vertising and Sales Club of 
Montreal and the Canadian 
Direct Mail Association. 

“On the day that private en¬ 
terprise wants to take over 
' this job, on the day it guaran¬ 
tees to deliver mail of all 
types and sizes to every place 
in Canada as quickly and 
cheaply as we do, then I’ll 
agree with our critics—let 
them do it. 

“In the meantime, the pri¬ 
vate couriers are skimming 
the profitable cream and leav¬ 
ing the post office and the 
public.with bigger deficits.” 

The deficit in the 3574-75, fis¬ 
cal year was 5225 million. 
That fiscal year ended March 
31, before the six-week pre- 
Christmas mail strike. 

There have been sugges¬ 
tions that the post office, now 
a government department, be 
made into a Crown corpora¬ 
tion. While Mackasey said he 
did not disagree with this 
idea, he said it was an illusion 
to believe this would solve the 
post office’s problems. 

He said Air Canada and Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways, 
two Crown corporations, have 
had strikes. As well, the Brit¬ 
ish, American and West Ger¬ 
man postal systems all have 
difficulties.

The Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola said 
its Cuban-led army' captured 
the southern town of Cela, a 
strategic supply base for 
South African troops fighting 
alongside the western-backed 
forces. 

Spokesmen for the western- 
armed forces acknowledged 
days of bitter fighting in the 
region, but insisted the as¬ 
sault against Cela had been 
crushed. 

Luanda radio, broadcasting 
from the Popular Movement’s 
capital, said the Cuban-led 
forces captured Cela and the 
nearby town of Santa Comba 
from the National Union for 
the Total Independence of An¬ 
gola. 

Two weeks ago, the popular 
movement captured a string 
of northern towns from the 
National Front for the Libera¬ 
tion of Angola. 

The Popular Movement has 
had its two western-backed 
rivals — the National Union 
5^d National Front — on the 
defensive since the divided 
Organization of African unity 
failed earlier this month to 
agree on a solution to the civil 
war.

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^Transportation losses 


f>OBERT BONNER is concerned about rising 
* * public transportation losses, and this is not very 
cheerful news for Victoria and Vancouver regional 
taxpayers. A large part of the losses fairly soon could 
be tbelrs. ip*-* * • > • , ' . 

$ Already there have been indications that 
municipal tax rates probably will rise substantially in 
most places this year. Victoria, for instance, last year 
bad an increase of 17.5 per cent in its total mill-rate, 
including the school and regional levies. This year 
there has been talk of a 30 per cent rise, barring new 
revenue-sharing arrangements with the provincial 
1 guminuciit. 

But this calculation takes no account of possible 
loss-sharing on the buses, although it may be hoped 
that such a development is not of high priority in the 
government’s considerations. 

f According to Mr. Bonner, the newly-appointed 
chairman of B.C. Hydro, the loss on transit for the 
fiscal year which will end March 31 is likely to be more 


than the $30 million estimated last fall and less than 
$50 million, although he will give no precise figure 

In any case, the loss is greater that Hydro can ac¬ 
cept willingly and also than the government can add 
happily to all the Insurance Corporation of B.C. mil¬ 
lions of dollars of deficit. Furthermore, the Social 
Credit Party while campaigning last fall said it would 
remove transit from Hydro and operate it on a 
regional basis with the province paying 75 per cent of 
the capital costs and 50 per cent of the regional 
operational losses. 

In the light of the high and growing losses, the 
promise now becomes a threat. The Victoria region’s 
share of capital costs and operating deficits on the 
proposed basis cannot be accurately predicted but it 
would be heavy, far more in addition to other taxes 
than the ratepayers could be expected reasonably to 
bear. Here is one election pledge which the govern¬ 
ment should renounce, unless it has a compensating 
source of local revenue to offer.

Sunday shopping 


Ottawa Offbeat 


V ICTORIA CITY COUNCIL came close last fall to 
passing a strange Sunday closing bylaw that 
would have been impossible to enforce with any 
fairness. The council sought to avoid Victoria becom¬ 
ing, in the words of then-mayor Peter Pollen, “another 
Los Angeles with Sunday commercial schlock,” as if 
Victoria were in danger of becoming another Los 
Angeles of any kind. 

The bylaw designed to save the city from such a 
fate defined the types of goods that could not be sold on 
Sundays, nor even be sought by purchasers — if one 
can imagine policemen hiding behind pillars waiting to 
spring out and cry, “Gotcha, offering to buy a mouth 
organ!” 

The bylaw if it had gone through would have ban¬ 
ned the Sunday sale of furniture, drapes, curtains, 
carpets, mats, household electrical appliances, paints, 
building supplies, shoes, musical instruments, mobile 
homes, trailers, boats, motor vehicles, bicycles and 
motors. Clothing originally was on the list but was 
removed because tourists like to buy clothing; Sunday 
shopping, it seems, was fine for visitors, wrong for 
residents, even although Mr. Pollen gave as another 
reason for the bylaw that it would help to allow “tte 
laboring man one day of rest.” 

V« Thus, as we noted at the time, one could have 
bought an adding machine or an aquarium but not an 
acoordion; beads, binoculars, blinds and books but not 
a bicycle or a board; candy or corsets but not concrete 
or a carpet; diamonds or dresses but not drapes or a 
dishwasher — and on and on. 

With the civic election fast approaching the coun¬ 
cil put aside the bylaw after preliminary readings, for 
action in the new year. And now it has saved face, 


somewhat, by tabling it indefinitely, and the explana¬ 
tion by Mayor Michael Young is that it can be brought 
out again and given final reading practically at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice, if business doesn’t behave itself. 

But this is hardly the proper way of doing things, 
for the people affected should have a new chance to 
make their opinions known before any final action is 
taken. 

Indeed, the mayor and aldermen could very well 
take the advice offered by The Province to the city 
council of Vancouver, which Is contemplating a 
crackdown on Sunday shopping. 

t 

“A truly enlightened council would stand back, 
take another hard look at the issue and perhaps con¬ 
clude that it’s not more rules and red tape that we 
want, it’s less. It might look at the rash of confused 
legislation across the country, with Quebec talking 
about forbidding Monday shopping, Manitoba cutting 
back to one night s shopping instead of three, and On¬ 
tario’s tough new anti-Sunday shopping laws with 
$10,000 potential fines. Is too much shopping bad for 
us? 

“Surely the answer is to drop everything and have 
completely unregulated opening and closing hours. 
This way, as practised in several surrounding 
municipalities (albeit with the handicap of the Lord’s 
Day Act, but no one ever complains), stores can open 
the hours that are best for business, which in a free 
market are going to be the hours most suitable to their 
customers. 

“There is obviously a big demand for Sunday shop¬ 
ping, although it will not be for everyone. City hall has 
no right to say it knows best, and stop it.”

“The government wishes to 
hear from native claimants in 
other areas specific sugges¬ 
tions and proposals for the 
satisfactory settlement of their 
comprehensive claims ...” 

Ottawa believes that a 
satisfactory settlement of land 
claims along the lines of the 
James Bay agreement “will 
assist Canada’s native peoples 
to overcome past disadvan¬ 
tages and barriers that prevent 
them from participating in and 
•benefiting from the larger 
society of which they are

borne out by the Indian infant 
mortality rate which is more 
than twice that for the rest of 
Canada. Indians are 10 times 
more likely to suffer from 
tuberculosis than other Cana¬ 
dians.

And Guy D’Avignon, director- 
general of the disbanding Infor¬ 
mation Canada suggested to 
Munro, who happens to be his 
boss, that simply by 
“reviewing” the $200 million 
public relations bill, 25 per cent 
or $50 million could be saved.

Government services should pay for themselves? 

An archaic notion

When governments change— 
because the electorate prefers 
one political party over 
another—one can expect a 
change in the philosophy of 
government. 

The previous NDP govern¬ 
ment in B.C. was clearly 
socialist-democratic in its 
orientation. While in power for 
three years it implemented its 
political philosophy whenever 
it could, as soon as feasible— 
and sometimes even faster. 
This resulted in a hastily 
nationalized, sloppily financed 
automobile insurance sbheme. 

It decided on taxing mining 
operations rather than profits, 
which resulted in the subse¬ 
quent downturn in mining 
operations. 

★ ★ ★ 

On the social side, the NDP 
government substantially in¬ 
creased benefit payments to 
welfare recipients, the aged 
and the infirm. However free 
the government was with the 
public purse, many social 
reforms were timely, and will, 
no doubt, remain with us. 

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment has no philosophy, apart 
from a vague endorsement of 
free enterprise. This, in a way, 
is refreshing, because we are 
over-governed. Thomas Paine, 
the American revolutionary 
philosopher, in his book “Conj- 
mon Sense” put it well: 
Government, even in its best 
state, is but a necessary evil, in 
its worst state, an intolerable 
one. 

★ ★ ★ 

The present government—a 
coalition of ideological conser¬ 
vatives and liberals—is mov¬ 
ing fast “to return the province 
to fiscal solvency.” The theory 
behind this, that government 
should be run like a business, is 
certainly appealing to the ma¬ 
jority that elected it. But 
the philosophy of government 
behind early decisions, such as 
making the insurance corpora¬ 
tion and the ferry system pay 
for themselves, is frightening. 
The notion that government 
services—including crown 
corporations—should pay for 
themselves is archaic. The test

must be utilitarian—providing 
an important benefit to a great 
number of people. Most 
government services—and 
servants—do not return 
revenue, and an ordinary 
business-like cost-benefit ac¬ 
counting system should not be 
applied to government

The ferry system is part of 
the highway system and as - 
such should be kept at the 
lowest toll rate possible. 
Although the population of Van¬ 
couver Island composes only 
about 15 per cent of the B.C. 
population, the ferries provide 
for the rest of the population 
physical access to their 
government. 

The State of Washington sub¬ 
sidizes its ferry system within 
the state substantially: From 
Anacortes to Friday Harbor 
the charge for car and driver is

in boarding and consideration 
for a lower rate in preference 
over visitors and casual users.

Implementation of a 
preferential system is 
technically quite simple: ,cars 
with “Beautiful B.C.” licence 
plates could be directed into 
separate lanes which board 
first. Charges could be lower 
for B.C. cars, or, to favor fre¬ 
quent ferry users, could be 
based on a reduced multiple- 
crossing card—for example: a 
single crossing. $10; ten cross¬ 
ings, $50.

An 
important phone message is 
written in yellow crayon on a 
paper towel and has one digit 
missing. Our water amelia 
funny. 

There is an open house at 
the school.

We learn our 
children are average. 

At home, there are no Ice 
cubes.

Mixed reception 
for apartheid TV

South Africans waited a 
long time for television — 
longer than any other devel¬ 
oped country — and it is only 
natural that after a week’s 
viewing many of them are 
still excited by it. 

Those, that is, who can af¬ 
ford it, for a large screen 
color set can cost more than 
Jl,600, leasing is $60 a month, 
and the licence fee $60 a year. 

These prohibitive prices 
mean that television is largely 
a privilege for the four mil¬ 
lion whites, and the 21 million 
blacks do not get much of a 
look in. (Although it Is becom¬ 
ing a status symbol among 
better off mixed descent Col¬ 
oreds and Indians). 

The single channel that 
operates nightly from 6 to 11 
is, in fact, meant to be a 
“white” channel. This is how 
the Television Commission of 
Inquiry saw it, although of 
course anybody with a set can 
watch it. 


Until a second channel is 
opened, to provide English- 
speaking and Afrikaans¬ 
speaking viewers each with 
their own service, English- 
language and Afrikaans-lan- 
guage programs cire being in¬ 
terspersed, so that the one 
group has to watch the other’s 
programs (or switch off). 

The television service will 
be structured to conform to 
the policy of “separate devel¬ 
opment,” with separate chan¬ 
nels eventually for the Afri¬ 
cans. The Television Commis¬ 
sion recommended this prolif¬ 
eration of ethnically orientat¬ 
ed services: it said the initial 
channels would lead to “sepa¬ 
rate services on separate 
channels for all South Africa’s 
language and cultural com¬ 
munities in all parts of the 
country.” 

The first week’s viewing 
has made a favorable impact 
on many average south Afri¬ 
cans, although people familiar 
with foreign television find 
the local product rather slow- 
moving and dull — particu¬ 
larly the news, which they 
find inanimate and boring, 
and too dependent on back¬ 
ground stills and afraid of 
controversial events. 


SATV looks like relying 
heavily on documentaries, 
many of them imported, such 
as Jacques Cousteau’s film on 
the mysteries of the ocean, 
and a National Geographic 
Society film on Portuguese 
fishermen. The major hit so 
far, however, has been a Brit¬ 
ish TV film, the 26-part The 
World At War, narrated by 
Laurence Olivier. It has 
earned superlatives from the 
critics. 

Locally made documenta¬ 
ries are erf uneven quality, and 
critics have complained of 
“thin plots” and “tame end¬ 
ings.” For the makers of Afri¬ 
kaans documentaries, this is 
mostly new terrain. 

As much use as possible is 
being made of local talent, 
and one of the first musical 
programs on SATV featured 
the South African opera 
singer Mimi Coertse. But a 
critic said of her: “Last night 
Mimi was a long way from 
the Vienna Opera House, both 
physically and spiritually. She 
made her appearance down a 
long curving staircase, remin¬ 
iscent of the Ziegfield Follies, 
and strained her vocal chords 
accordingly.” 


The first odd movie to be 
shown on SATV was the 
American musical Oklahoma. 
It stirred up a lot of nostalgia 
and generally went down very 
well. The next old movie was 
Orson Welles's The Third 
Man, and then Applause, with 
Lauren Bacall. 

SATV does not want to use 
too many imported films, but 
its own studios cannot meet 
all its needs. 

Many white South Africans 
who vowed they would not 
buy a television set weakened 
at the last moment, but a 
solid core of objectors is still 
holding out.

The report made the mind- 
boggling statement that SATV 
should “give direct and un¬ 
equivocal expression to the 
established Christian Western 
set of norms and values that 
are valid for South African so¬ 
ciety in all spheres of life,” 
and that SATV should be “in¬ 
troduced and presented by 
norm-conscious officials.” 

For South Africans who are 
not particularly critical, the 
last week’s viewing has been 
fairly entertaining; far the po¬ 
litical and cultural dissenters 
it has been confirmation of 
their long-nurtured fears that 
SATV will drip-feed them ac¬ 
cording to an official prescrip¬ 
tion. 

In between are the op¬ 
timists -- who believe the 
SABC will find television not 
nearly as easy to control as 
radio, and that beneficial in¬ 
fluences will slip in past the 
watchful gaze of the “norm- 
conscious” officials.

Can it 

(Because the former min- 
made a number of statements 
to the media concerning can¬ 
ning lids, I would like to take 
this opportunity to make the 
position of my department 
perfectly clear. 

First of all, w-e are no less 
concerned than the former 
minister about the problem of 
the supply of canning lids and 
the effect that that has upon 
people who wish to do their 
own canning. We only differ 
in the method of solving the 
problem. 

The former minister feels 
that the difficulties will be 
solved if everyone who re¬ 
quires canning lids writes to 
my department and advises 
me of their needs. There are 
a number of reasons why this 
is not a sensible approach to 
take. 

First of all, my mail in¬ 
dicates that a great many 
people have misunderstood 
the suggestion to mean that 
our department will transmit 
orders for canning lids and 
see that they are filled by 
manufacturers. This of course 
w-e ere totally unequipped to 
do and even if we did under¬ 
take such a task it is obvious¬ 
ly not what a gov ernment de¬ 
partment ought to undertake. 

Secondly, the former min¬ 
ister misses a very obvious 
point. Unless everybody who 
requires canning lids made 
their needs known, any statis¬ 
tics w-e get would be absolute¬ 
ly meaningless, and unques¬ 
tionably would result in a 
serious shortage of supplies. 
It is a matter of simple math¬ 
ematics. If only one-half of 
the people requiring canning 


lids make their requirements 
known to my department aril 
this information is passed on 
to the manufacturers and sup¬ 
pliers, only one-half of the re¬ 
quirements of the community 
will in fact be supplied. Since 
there is no way of knowing 
what percentage of require¬ 
ments have been reported to 
us, any statistics we pass on 
to the suppliers would not 
only be meaningless, but 
would serve to create a 
greater problem than already 
exists. 

I have asked our research 
division to work in conjunc¬ 
tion with consumer groups 
and do everything possible to 
alleviate this recurring situa¬ 
tion. 

While I certainly don’t wish 
to get into any unseemly dis¬ 
cussion by mail with the 
former minister, our records 
indicate that she was no tnore 
prepared to have the depart¬ 
ment act as a clearing house 
for canning lids supplies than 
I am. I want to make it clear 
however, that I am prepared 
to see that everything human¬ 
ly possible is done by this 
department &nd agencies with 
which it works, to sol*'* this 
problem.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Re¬ 
tirement savings in North 
America will face a crisis 
within 10 years because of in¬ 
flation, says Marvin Thur- 
good, associate master in the 
finance management depart¬ 
ment at British Columbia In¬ 
stitute of Technology (BdT). 

Mr. Thurgood say* the 
crisis may outstrip the 1929 
stock market crash. Many 
people will get little or no 
pension and few, if any, will 
get what they expect. 

Nineteen BCIT students 
worked with Thurgood on 
a study of pension plans gen¬ 
erally and eight corporate 
plans in Vancouver. 

The study indicates the 
crisis will be created by the 
retirement of workers who 
started contributing to pen¬ 
sion plans just after the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

"If a Canadian worker be¬ 
comes dependent on the finan¬ 
cial security that a pension 
plan promises he is a 
dreamer," Thurgood says. 

"Inflation, sociopolitical at¬ 
titudes and market trends 
continuing in the direction 
they are now taking will re¬ 
duce his pension to little more 
than beer money." 


In 1946, when wage* of 
about $150 a month were com¬ 
mon. actuaries estimated that 
in 40 years promotion and 
wage scales might offer final 
earnings of $250 a month and 
apension of about $120, 
Thurgood says. But that 
worker may now have an In¬ 
come of $1,500 a month and 
expect a pension o4 $800 a 
month. 

Early contributions and 
earnings were so small this 
may not be realized, he says.. 

Today, the actuary has to 
consider that wage increases 
of 10 per cent a year com¬ 
pounded for 10 years would 
result in final earnings of 
$4,000 a month and make pen¬ 
sion demands impossible to 
meet. 

Early death reduces the de¬ 
mands an funds but payments 
now being made to depen¬ 
dents with longer life expec¬ 
tancy provide added drain 
and set up a condition rarely 
considered when the pension 
funds were started. 

The students found that 
many workers view their pen¬ 
sion program as a guarantee 
rather than what Thur¬ 
good says it really te—"a 
pious hope that a pension of a 


certain size will be paid after 
retirement.” 

Actuaries have not been 
able to keep pace with longer 
life expectancy, inflation and 
higher wages, he says. Labor 
demands also are a factor. 

"Investors now are taking a 
hard look at the big bite that 
pensions take out of profits," 
he says. 

‘‘Uniroyal and Greyhound 
spent more than 40 per cent of 
pretax dollars on pensions 
and General Motors reveals 
that its contribution will be 
going up nearly 15 per cent 
for the next two years under 
the terms of its current labor 
contract. 

"As the market and cor¬ 
porate profits go, so goes your 
pension promise." 

More women in the labor 
force is another problem. 
Women live longer than men, 
upsetting the actuarial tables 
more. 

"Clearly women should pay 
a greater contribution than 
men," Thurgood says. 


Ads down 
for Time 


OTTAWA (CP) — Advertis¬ 
ers are starting to desert 
Time magazine even though 
legislation stripping them of 
the right to claim 100 per cent 
income tax deductions faces 
new opposition hurdles in the 
Commons. 

Advertising volume In the 
525,000-circulation Canadian 
edition of the weekly news 
magazine is 25 to 30 per cent 
lower this month than a year 
ago, Time Canada president 
Stephen LaRue said Wednes¬ 
day. 

"We have done our best to 
make it clear that we are 
here and will continue to be 
here regardless of the bill,” 
LaRue said in a telephone 
interview from his Toronto of¬ 
fice. 

If it passes the Commons 
and Senate and receives royal 
assent, the tax law would be 
retroactive to Jan. 1, deny tax 
deduction benefits to advertis¬ 
ers in Canadian editions of 
Time, Reader’s Digest and 
several smaller foreign-owned 
publications. The effect would 
be to double the cost of adver¬ 
tising in foreign-owned publi¬ 
cations. 

Time plans to abolish its 
Canadian news section when 
the legislation is passed but 
will continue printing and sell¬ 
ing advertising In the country. 
Readers will receive a domes¬ 
tically printed edition iden¬ 
tical to the main U.S. edition 
except for some advertising 
directed at the Canadian mar¬ 
ket. 

The bill’s long, nine-month 
journey through Parliament 
resumes when the House 
opens again Monday. It is one 


of five priority items on the 
government legislative agen¬ 
da but officials said Wednes¬ 
day no decision has yet been 
made on when it will be 
called far third and final 
reading and referral to the 
Senate. 

Third reading debate is like¬ 
ly to take longer than expect¬ 
ed because opponents of the 
bill, including two Liberal 
MPs. have proposed U 
amendments aimed at delay¬ 
ing the Jan. 1 implementation 
date and toning down con¬ 
troversial editorial content re¬ 
quirements for magazines to 
qualify as Canadian. 

Officials in the office of Secre¬ 
tary of State Hugh Faulkner,' 
sponsor of the legislation, said 
lie was outraged over Time’s 
latest attacks on the legisla¬ 
tion. In a two-page statement 
to readers this week, Time 
said the so-called Cullen rule 
for measuring Canadian tax 
status was "an extreme and 
dangerous distortion of the 
law." 

The rule, announced Oct 23 
by Revenue Minister Bud Cul¬ 
len, would require magazines 
to be more than 80 per cent 
different in content from 
foreign publications as well as 
75 per cent Canadian-owned to 
qualify for advertiser tax de¬ 
ductions. 

"For the first time, except 
in war or occasions of na¬ 
tional emergency, a Canadian 
government proposes to con¬ 
trol the content of a free 
press," the statement said. 

Officiate saiid Faulkner 
was offended by the state¬ 
ment and is preparing a de¬ 
tailed written response. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Crown Zeflerbach Canada 
Ltd. blames poor markets and 
labor disputes for lower earn¬ 
ings in 1975 compared with 
1974.

been wasted - and that the 
Montreal Options Clearing 
Corp. should be asked to file 
again in all jurisdictions In 
Canada,” Belanger said. 

“We still believe that the in¬ 
corporation of another clear¬ 
ing corporation is a waste of 
industry resources.” 

Belanger said the MSE “re¬ 
mains willing to negotiate 
ownership with Toronto and 
Vancouver," for a national 
clearing corporation. 

Last summer the Montreal, 
Toronto and the Vancouver 
stock exchanges each were 
discussing forming their own 
options clearing corporation. 

Vancouver’s exchange 
stalled its plans when it ran 
into provincial government 
opposition. Toronto also decid¬ 
ed to sit on the sidelines when 
Montreal formed its corpora¬ 
tion. 

Negotiations soon began be¬ 
tween Toronto and Montreal 
to form a joint operation, 
which would have absorbed 
the Montreal corporation. 

“As recently as two days 
ago there seemed to be full 
agreement on the operation of 
a joint options company,” B 
langer said in an intei-view. 

“Now Toronto seems to feel 
that a joint company would 
produce constraints on their 
actions. 

"They are going ahead with 
their own options company. 
This will be disruptive, not in 
the public interest or in inter- 
1 est of the industry.” 

MSE officials admit the In¬ 
terest in options has not been 
so high as anticipated al¬ 
though they are optimistic the 
options market will improve 
with the recent surge of activ¬ 
ity on the stock market. 

The most activity so far oc¬ 
curred in November when vol¬ 
ume reached 2,905. The highly 
successful Chicago options 
market has a volume of more 
than 100,000 trades daily. 

The TSiE said in a notice to 
members that it atill believe* 
a joint clearing corporation 
can *be arranged “but not 
within a reasonable time 
period.” 

“It has, therefore, decided 
to proceed on its own but with 
the hope and expectation that 
a joint operation can be es¬ 
tablished,” it said. “The TSE 
will be prepared to work with 
the MSE to achieve this re¬ 
sult.” 

The TSE said one national 
clearing: house would be the 
best method of handling op¬ 
tion trading in Canada but 
setting it up would further 
delay options trading on the 
Toronto market. 

The TSE, which had planned 
to start options trading Oct. 1, 
1975 decided in September to 
delay the move, until a deci¬ 
sion had been reached con¬ 
cerning the joint ownership of 
a clearing corporation. 

“It was then anticipated 
that this could be ac¬ 
complished by the end of 

1975, ” it said. 

However, the time involved 
in reaching an agreement on 
a joint facility indicated that 
options trading would be un¬ 
likely to start before June 1, 

1976. This delay was unaccep¬ 
table to both exchanges, the 
TSE said.

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Immigrant rejects hypocritical victory 


A 30-year-old Victoria li¬ 
brarian has turned down land¬ 
ed immigrant status as part 
of her fight to get a better 
deal for some 1,000 people in 
Canada who suffer from epi¬ 
lepsy. 

For Vivienne Anderson, ac¬ 
ceptance of the status would 


have meant the end of a long 
battle to be admitted to Cana* 
da as an immigrant. 

But, she said, the offer was 
made on a technical' basis “to 
try to shut me up.” 

It would also have meant 
that she would have been re¬ 
quired to sign a “false de¬ 


claration” and that she re¬ 
fused to do. 

She has settled instead for 
the uncertainty of living on a 
minister’s permit, which can 
be revoked at any time, 
rather than surrender her 
principles and abandon others 
who share her problems. 


Ms. Anderson contracted 
viral encephalitis in 1969, and 
an after-effect was grand mal 
epilepsy. 

On a balanced treatment 
program, Ms. Anderson has 
not had a seizure since 1973. 

She was married in London 
in 1973 to Vancouver-born li¬ 


brarian Richard Anderson, 
and in December of that year 
made the first move to gain 
admittance to Canada. 

She bulldozed her way 
through a great deal of red 
tdpe, before finally being 
granted a minister’s permit to 
come to Canada to live. 


Campbell seeks abolition of B.C. 6 error ’ 

Islands Trust fighting for life

Gulf Islands politics entered 
another phade in its turbulent 
history with the announce¬ 
ment by Capital Region Board 
chairman Jim Campbell that 
the Islands Trust — the 
watchdog body set up by the 
NDP government — is a 
“$236,000 error” that should 
be abolished. 

Campbell’s comments fol¬ 
lowed an all-day meeting of 
chairmen and directors from 
the seven regional boards 
which help govern the 220-odd 
islands coming under the 
trust’s umbrella. 

The secret meeting was 
called by Campbell to debate 
changes in the structure of 
the fledgling trust — set up in 
the fall of 1974—to be recom¬ 
mended to Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis. 

Campbell would not disclose 
what options were presented 
at the meeting at the Capital 
Radon's office on Yates ex¬ 
cept to say that the regional 
politicians would meet again 
in two weeks to firm up their 
proposals for changes. 

Emphasizing it was his own 
personal View, Campbell, also 
a Saturn^ Island farmer, told 
the" Colonist: '"Hie Islandfe 
Trust is a $236,000 error by 
the previous administration,” 
a body that directly inter-, 
fered with the regional dis¬ 
tricts’ responsibility to govern 
apd one which should be abol¬ 
ished. 

The trust, set up by an act 
of the Legislature in 1974, has 
broad, overfall control of 
planning and development in 
the Islands. 

Headed by three govern¬ 
ment-appointed general trust¬ 
ees, it has a staff of five and 
a current budget of some 
$236,000. 

There are also 26 local 
trustees elected to represent 
13.designated islands. 

“What the Island Trust does 
is second-guess local govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

He also charged that the 
passage of bylaws had been 
delayed by . the trust for up 
to eight months. 

Campbell went on to say 
that the $120,000 allocated in 
the current budget (more « 
than half the total) for the 
three general trustees and the 
26 local trustees was “abso¬ 
lutely outrageous in terms of 
the amount of work there is to 
do.” 

(Hie local trustees are paid 
$50 monthly plus expenses, 
while the three general trust¬ 
ees get expenses and a per 
diem rate which is $175 for 
the chairman and $150 for the 
two others). 

However, Island Trust 
chairman Hilary Brown noted 
the trust was operating 
“about 25 per cent under bud¬ 
get” and expected it to finish 
the year in much the same 
position. 

Ms. Brown noted that the 
per diem rates paid her and 
the other general trustees 
were in line with rates paid 
chairmen and trustees in sim¬ 
ilar positions. 

She said she usually worked 
three days a week and expect¬ 
ed to make some $26,000 this 
fiscal year. 

As for Campbell’s general 
comments about the trust, 
Ms. Brown said that far front 
interfering with regional gov¬ 
ernment, the Islands Trust 
complemented the work of re¬ 
gional planners and politi¬ 
cians. 

She cited the case of the 
new Salt Spring Island sub¬ 
division bylaw in which an' 
“impasse” was broken by'the 
trust when the parties in¬ 
volved were at loggerheads 
over the issue. 

She also noted that when 
the Trust’s 26 local trustees 
were elected in November 
1974, there had been a “very, 
very hrigh percentage of voter 
interest.” 

It would be “disastrous” if 
the Islands Trust was dis¬ 
banded since the islands need¬ 
ed “special care.”

They want to have the Im¬ 
migration Act changed to re¬ 
move a clause which bans 
people afflicted with epilepsy 
from entering Canada. 

“It is estimated that one 
thousand people in Canada 
are living op a minister’s per¬ 
mit because of epilepsy,” 
commented Ms. Anderson. 

“We are trying to do this 
for other people as well as 


The permit is valid for one 
year and has to be renewed 
annually. It can be revoked at 
any time and does not entitle 
the holder to become a landed 
immigrant and eventually 
qualify for citizenship. 

Such permits, she said, 
were usually granted to crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So you can see that any 
time you get to a crunch with 
officialdom, and they see this 
permit, you immediately have 
to launch into long and em¬ 
barrassing explanations.’’ 

She said that when her hus¬ 
band launched his appeal she 
was told to take another med¬ 
ical examination. , 

That examination agreed 
with the former diagnosis erf 
her grand mal epilepsy, and 
was sent along to the health 
and welfare department for 
evaulation. 

The department decided 
that she did not have epilep¬ 
sy, but that she had epilep¬ 
tiform seizures, and so was 
not barred from immigration. 

Last week the orders-in- 
council were passed granting 
her landed immigrant status, 
and she was called to the im¬ 
migration office and asked to 
sign a declaration that all the 
statements in the application 
were true. 

“I refused to sign it. be¬ 
cause the papers included the 
diagnosis that I did not have 
epilepsy. 

“I was not going to make a 
false declaration,” she said. 

She has written to Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Robert Andras 
explaining her refusal, and 
has also written to various 
MPs wbo have been cam¬ 
paigning for appropriate 
changes in the Immigration 
Act. 

Next move, she says, is up 
to the minister. 

He could eliminate the of¬ 
fensive line in the Immigra¬ 
tion Act, as he has said he 
would do. 

“The government has been 
saying it since 1966, so 
that doesn’t seem too hopeful. 
But he codld do it tomorrow, 
and end the heartache for ev¬ 
eryone in my position.” 

He could examine her case 
and decide that a wrong diag¬ 
nosis had been made, and ref¬ 
use her landed immigrant 
status because of her epilepsy 
so that the appeal could pro¬ 
ceed. 

“Or he could say there is no 
such thing as epilepsy, only 
epileptiform seizures, and 
admit everyone as they were 
going to admit me,” she said. 

But she is afraid hie will 
wait for a general revision of 
the immigration laws, and 
judging by initial reaction to 
the government’s Green 
Paper on immigration, that 
could take a long time.

‘Think tank’ 
boss hopeful 

Mason Gaffney, the prominent U.S. economist ap¬ 
pointed by the NDP government in 1973 to head a per¬ 
petually-funded “think tank” at the University of Vic¬ 
toria, is confident the research institute will continue to 
operate under die new Social Credit administration. 

Gaffney said the political independence of the insti¬ 
tute, the B.C. Institute for Economic Policy Research, 
had been ’’carefully guarded” by act of the Legislature. 

“We have no indications of any change and I don’t 
know any reason why there should be one.” 

Gaffney said that while there had been as yet no 
formal discussion between the cabinet and the insti¬ 
tute’s five-man board of directors, he didn’t think there 
was “any doubt” but that it would continue to exist and 
perform a "useful service.” 

The institute, financed by a $5-million perpetual 
fund yielding some $400,000 annually, was set up by the 
NDP administration to do pure research in resource 
economics. 

Including Gaffney, it has four economists on staff 
who are studying — among other things — mineral 
leases, unemployment, land policy as it affects the 
housing shortage, and B.C. Ferries pricing systems.

the well to Central Saanich 
reservoir. 

Mains and storage tanks 
north of the Central Saanich 
reservoir should be trans¬ 
ferred to North Saanich.

Central Saanich, says the 
report, must be released from 
the 35-cent-per-l,000-gallon 
cost restriction, and must re¬ 
tain its present licence on Elk 
Lake. 

In addition. negotiations 
should be started immediately 
with the Greater Victoria 
Water District with a view to 
establishing council’s desire 
to join the “club." 

“Joining the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Water District is manda¬ 
tory to obtain a maximum 
supply of five to seven million 
gallons a day and to get res¬ 
ervoir storage in the near fu¬ 
ture at reasonable cost.” 

The development of new 
well fields is the key to the 
expansion of peninsula water 
systems without loading exist¬ 
ing and future customers with 
a crushing debt burden. 

New wells are necessary to 
meet the water demand be¬ 
fore Greater Victoria Water 
District water is available. By 
July of this year, engineers 
estimate, the peninsula water 
system wall be short at least 
half a million gallons a da^: 

It is estimated that it would 
take anything from tliree to 
five years for negotiations, 
design and construction be¬ 
fore district water was avail¬ 
able on the peninsula. 

According to the engineers, 
if all their recommendations 
are followed, improvements to 
the water systems and the ac¬ 
quisition of additional sources 
could be done from revenue 
with the aid of sMort-term bor¬ 
rowing. 

The report discusses at 
some length the recycling of 
water, since it is now tech¬ 
nologically feasible to reno¬ 
vate effluent from properly 
acting sewage treatment 
plants for use as irrigation. 

“It is also technologically 
possible to bring this effluent 
to drinking water standards,” 
says the report. 

“However, socio-political at¬ 
titudes must be changed and 
water must be scarce before 
the public will accept the 
direct re-use of effluent.” 

“The spending of millions of 
dollars to collect, store and 
transmit water to communi¬ 
ties at the same time that 
millions of dollars are spent 
to collect 80 per cent of this 
water in sewage systems, 
treat it and dispose of it in 
one great ”hdt spot” of pollu¬ 
tion is in fundamental conflict 
with modern ecological philo¬ 
sophies,” says the report. 

“Add to this tWe fact that 
agriculturists spend millions 
of dollars buying fertilizers to 
supply the same nutrients 
that could be supplied from 
sewage effluent.”

One tiling that the latest hockey series between Russia's 
best and Canadian professionals didn’t do was to Settle the 
arguments ’which have raged since the first Team Canada 
series in 1972. Knockers of Canadian hockey stubbornly stand 
on the 5-2-1 result as proof that the Russians are indeed supe¬ 
rior while those who dispute that are quick to point out that 
against the four best NHL clubs the Russians required excep¬ 
tional goalkeeping to come away no worse than 1-2-1. And the 
clincher for them, of course, was that 4-1 handling of the Cen¬ 
tral Army team by Philadelphia Flyers in the series-conclud¬ 
ing game between the NHL and Russian champions. 

That game, NHL-president Clarence Campbell said in 
what was more of an announcement than a comment, 
“proved that we could play both styles. We matched theirs 
but they couldn’t match ours." 

It was thoroughly predictable reaction from a loyal em¬ 
ployee who never forgets that it is his job to never admit that 
the NHL isn’t the best in everything, but it was more credible 
than the bannerline which screamed “FLYERS: A 
TRIUMPH OF TERROR OVER STYLE," and the fallowing 
story which said in part that "the triumph of terror over 
style could not have been more one-sided if A1 Capone’s molt* 
had ambushed the Bolshoi Ballet dancers." 

Nothing worse than that comment happened in any of the 
three series, and it makes all the more appreciated the way 
(idles Tremblay expressed his view after watching the Flyers 
turn back the Russian champions. Once second only to Bobby 
Hull as an NHL leftwinger and now a radio and television 
commentator, Tremblay remarked “There has to be some¬ 
thing wrong with a system (the Russian system) which 
allows Don Saleski to look as good as Bobby Clarke.” 

In all fairness, I think, the series could be called a stale¬ 
mate. There were lessons for both hockey camps in the eight 
games, and this time we may not have to fear that only the 
Russians will do their home-work. They will learn because 
they came to learn. That’s why they changed thdr policy 
about not playing against professionals, and it will be surpris¬ 
ing if there isn’t a noticeable change in their style and tactics 
when the next series is played. And the NHL now knows for 
certain that NHL intimidation isn’t enough to close any gap 
the Russians may create. 

★ ★ ★ 

There has been much fantasy since the Russians began to 
clobber our amateurs and seriously challenging our profes¬ 
sionals. There has been an almost sheep-like fascination 
with something called the Russian system, as if something 
new had been discovered and was solely responsible for Rus¬ 
sian hockey success. Well, if the most-recent series settled 
anything it proved that the Russian edge in the series against 
the pros has really been in preparatton and motivation aug¬ 
mented by being able to impose a discipline that in Canadian 
players has to come from pride. 

The UghtnAng-Eke Russian thrusts built on pattern pass¬ 
ing into the open spaces are pretty to watch and can be 
impressively effective, particularly against Slower or poorer- 
conditioned opposition — such as was provided in the last 
series by New York Rangers and Pittsburgh Penguins. But 
men cannot be made into hockey machines, and when the 
flow of movement is* broken the Russians tend to move back 
into their zone and try to make a restart. The play by rote 
which can be so devastating when opponents are enticed into 
chasing the puck, now undermines them because it has de¬ 
nied them improvisation, and until they learn to react by in¬ 
stinct and are allowed to deviate from the blue-print the Rus¬ 
sians cannot get much better than they are. 


However, it can be taken for granted that the Russians 
have noted their weaknesses and will immediately get to 
work at making themselves less vulnerable to the tactics 
which caused them to be outplayed by Montreal Canadiens, 
Buffalo Sabres and the Flyers — and, yes, by Boston Bruins, 
who probably would have won their game against ordinary 
goalkeeping. 

The Russians are going to-have to do something about 
their play inside their blue-line. They cannot continue to give 
away the comers and the area behind the goal, and they’re 
going to have to do more than stick-check in front of the goal, 
and also along the boards. And because forechecking tends to 
confuse, and even panic them, they’re going to have to whack 
the puck out of their zone when the occasion demands instead 
of dangerously passing it back into their goal area in the 
hope of making a break-out pass. On attack, they’re going to 
have to devise tactics which will make jamming the middle 
on them less effective and also make up for the Cajradian dis¬ 
covery that the most dangerous Russian attacker is the 
fellow who made the last pass. And when opponents line up 
across the blue-line, the Russians are going to have to shoot 
the puck in and race into the comers and pay the price for 
repossession. 

Not taking anything away from the Russian®, whose shoot¬ 
ing, passing and skating has probably been superior in all 
three series, mo6t of what is wrong with Canadian hockey 
today stems from the same thing which is causing problems 
in other pursuits — the rewards all too often don’t have to be 
earned and productivity is down. Our hockey teams have 
been having trouble because few of our players have been 
physically and mentally prepared to pay the price, not 
because of a superior system or inferior potential. That’s why 
the Russian emergence is the best thing that has happened to 
modem hockey on this continent. We have been privileged to 
again see the game'played the way it should be played, and 
Clarence Campbell was far off base when he made the re¬ 
markable statement that the Russian style of hockey 
“wouldn’t draw in North America and wouldn’t win in the 
National Hockey League." He’s going to see a lot more of it.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
few months ago Sandy Haw¬ 
ley was thinking of abandon¬ 
ing his United States riding 
career and going home.

One recent day he rode five 
winners and followed that 
with a four-winner day. 

On Wednesday he rode three 
more winners and placed on 
another mount. 

So despite the fact that 
Hawley was averaging 410 
winners a year and rode a 
record 515 in 1973, his agent 
was considered to be out of 
work — technically — and 
was in jeopardy of being de¬ 
ported back to Canada. 

However, a lawyer handled 
the case for Wick and ob¬ 
tained a compromise. Wick 
got his vita extension and 
Hawley decided to remain 
here. 

“Race riding and thorough¬ 
breds are what I know best,*' 
said Hawley. 

A native of Oshawa, Ont., 
now living in Mississauga. 
Ont., Hawley first got on a 
horse in 1966. 

“I was in the 10th grade 
and I had just turned 16 when 
my uncle dropped by and 
suggested it was time I start¬ 
ed thinking what I was going 
to do with my life," he said. 
“He offered the opinion I 
might just make a good race 
rider. 

“Well, sure, I had heard 
about thoroughbreds, but all I 
knew about horses at that 
time was there were quite a 
few of them at a farm near 
my house. 

“My uncle arranged an ap¬ 
pointment for me with a 
trainer named Duke Campbell 
and he looked me over rather 
closely, sort of like you’d in¬ 
spect a yearling, and spent 
most of his time on my hands 
and feet. 

“He finally said, ‘Your 
hands are right and I doubt if 
you’ll get bag, so I’ll take a 
chance with you. That season, 
1969,1 won 230 races.’’ 

Campbell’s prediction about 
Hawley’s weight was correct. 
He has never had to diet to 
get down to riding weight. 

Hawley, Ron Turcotte, Bill 
Maharney, Darrel McHargue 
and Frank Olivares are con¬ 
tenders for the Woolf award 
which will be presented here 
Feb. 8. 

One of five men nominated 
tor the George Woolf Memori¬ 
al Jockey Award, Hawley ac¬ 
knowledges that riding win¬ 
ners is only half of the battle. 

"First you have to get the 
good horses,’’ he said. “And 
I’ve got a great agent.’’ 

For many years, Colin Wick 
has been Hawley’s agent — 
the man who negotiates with 
owners and obtains mounts 
for the rider. He has a reputa¬ 
tion «s a great horse han- 
dicapper and a good judge of 
horses. 

Wick is also from Canada 
and he was In the United 
States on a temporary visa. 
The visa was due to rtm out 
late In 1975 and the U.S. kn- 
migration and naturalization 
service warned Wick that he 
was in danger of not getting it 
renewed. 

Wick said he was tofld die 
reason w r as that to remain 
further meant he’d have to be 
working, earning a living,, and 
that U.S. immigration law’s do 
not recognize the title “jock¬ 
ey’s agent’’ as a legitimate 
job title.

Judge reserves 
Ouellet finding 


MONTREAL (CP) — Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Minister Andre 
Ouellet is to learn Friday 
morning whether he has been 
judged guilty of contempt of 
court. 

Thb 36-year-odd federal min¬ 
ister sat quietly as Mr. Jus¬ 
tice James Hugessen, as¬ 
sociate chief justice of the 
Quebec Superior Court, fixed 
the time for his judgment at 
10 a.m. 

Ouellet listened attentively 
as prosecutor Richard Holden 
called for a guilty verdict to 
uphold what he described as 
the integrity and indepen¬ 
dence of the judicial system. 

Ouellet is charged in con¬ 
nection with remarks he 
made in the wake of a verdict 
last Dec. 19 by Mr. Justice 
Kenneth Mackay of Quebec 
Superior Court acquitting 
three sugar refiners on price¬ 
fixing charges. 

In their arguments, Holden 
and Gabriel Lapointe, counsel 
for the minister, focussed on 
the accuracy of a report of ait 
interview conducted by Cana¬ 
dian Press reporter Alan 
Freeman with Ouellet in the 
government lobby of the 
House of Commons,, minutes 
after the Dec. 19 verdict was 
made piiblic in Montreal. 


Hugessen took a question of 
parliamentary privilege under 
advisement and indicated he 
would rule on the question in 
Friday’s judgment.

The council’s political 
stance also came under bitter 
attack from a member of a 
second union at Wednesday 
night’s council meeting. 

Leftist Larry Tickner of the 
Carpenters Union agreed with 
the “sentiments” of the Ma¬ 
chinists, Fitters and Helpers 
Union and charged that union 
executive positions are gener¬ 
ally reserved for NOP 
members. 

Tickner is an officer of the 
Socialist Party of Canada. 

The council accepted “with 
regret” the decision of the 
machinists to end affiliation 
with the labor body. 

The union informed council 
by letter that it was with¬ 
drawing because it believed in 
“the right of the individual 
to donate to the party of his 
choice.” 

During a November meet¬ 
ing, delegates gave the NDP 
what has become traditional 
financial and moral support. 
The donation was 525. 

Departure of the machinists 
removes affiliation of more 
than 300 members from a 
total membership of 16,700. It 
also means a loss of well over 
5400 annually in dues. 

Labor council secretary 
Larry Ryan said later the ma¬ 
chinists’ decision was the first 
of its kind by a union “in a 
great many years. ” While he 
didn’t have the details at 
hand, he said Jhere had been 
instances in the past of unions 
withdrawing affiliation for po¬ 
litical reasons. 

During the meeting, 
Tickner was reminded by 
John Sullivan of the Canadian 
Brotherhood o f Railway, 
Transport and General 
Workers that support of the 
ND^ was a democratic move 
that resulted from a majority 
vote. 

Tickner said it was “no se¬ 
cret the majority of our 
members are not members of 
the NDP.’’ 


Tax-firm 
action still 
year away 

It will be at least another 
year before the provincial 
government tries to curb the 
activities of tax rebate firms 
operating in B.C. 

Consumer Services K^nister 
Rafe Mair said Wednesday 
the prime responsibility to 
oontrol the rebate firms lay 
with \he federal government. 
“But if they don’t do- any¬ 
thing. then maybe we’ll have 
to,” he said. “I would like to 
see our department take some 
action, but it won’t be this 
year.” 

Mair said some 17 or 18 
rebate firms operated in the 
Prince George area alone and 
that the proliferation of such 
firms was of serious concern. 

A year ago charges were, 
laid against one firm under 
the Trade Practices Act but 
the charge was dismissed. A 
subsequent appeal was also 
lost.

Victoria NDP MLA Charles 
Barber fired a broadside 
Wednesday at Health Minister 
Robert McClelland for his 
“apparent disinterest” in 
Greater Victoria’s hospital 
crisis. 

Victoria needed more hospi¬ 
tal beds and if the minister 
was unwilling or unable to 
deal with that need, he should 
be replaced, Barber said in 
an interview. 

Barber’s comments came in 
response to statements from 
Esquimalt Mayqr Art Young, 
who said earlier Wednesday 
he was shocked by the recep¬ 
tion the minister gave a Capi¬ 
tal Region Hospital Board del¬ 
egation Tuesday. 

Young, regional hospital 
board chairman, said the 
meeting with McClelland was 
a “disaster.” 

He said the minister met 
every request by the delega¬ 
tion with a “negative atti¬ 
tude.” 


Election 


signs 

exempt 

City solicitor Jakob de Vil- 
liers wants to spare Victori¬ 
ans the fate of some Etobi¬ 
coke residents. 

It seems that some voters 
' in the Toronto suburb dis¬ 
played election signs in 1963 
hearing the words: “Vote 
David Middleton, New Demo¬ 
crat.” 

For this, they were prosecu¬ 
ted and convicted, aocording 
to de Villiers, who has done 
some legal research on the 
matter of election signs. 

While the conviction had 
nothing to do with the voters’ 
choice of party, it had every¬ 
thing to do with that town's 
sign bylaw. 

De Villiers has received 
complaints during the last 
provincial elections about 
campaign signs. Complain¬ 
ants were asking him to apply 
the city's stringent sign bylaw 
to election signs. 

In a report to city council’s 
legislative committee, de Vil¬ 
liers pointed out that the Eto¬ 
bicoke people took their case 
to the Supreme Court of Cana¬ 
da and won. 

Therefore, he warned coun¬ 
cil, any prohibition-of election 
signs should exclude federal 
campaign signs. 

But de Villiers didn’t rec¬ 
ommend a ban on election 
signs; he merely pointed out 
the possibility. 

Should council continue per¬ 
mitting election signs, of all 
sorts, de Villiers suggested in 
his report that the sign bylaw 
should be amended to specify 
the legality of campaign 
signs. 

And once council was at it, 
the amendment might as well 
state that all signs would 
have to be removed within 24 
hours after the election,' de 
Villiers said. 


It would appear. Young 
said, that the new government 
had no. policy, no money and 
no understanding of the local 
situation. 

“It gave me the impression 
that we could be back in the 
Loffmark era, when local re¬ 
quirements, needs and recom¬ 
mendations were completely 
ignored by the bureaucrats,” 
Young said. (Ralph Loffmark 
was health minister under the 
former Social Credit govern¬ 
ment.) 

Barber said he wasn’t sur¬ 
prised by the minister’s re¬ 
sponse to the regional hospital 
needs. 

“This is the shape of things 
to come. That’s the way the 
Social Credit government will 
deal with every aspect of so¬ 
cial need,” he said. 

Barber noted that every S<> 
cial Credit Candidate in 
Greater Victoria campaigned 
on the need for more hospital 
beds, especially chronic-care 
beds. 

“I hope they are just as 
disappointed with the new 
minister’s attitude as I am,” 
Barber said. 


Barber also said that 
McClelland’s negative ap- !

Red Deer 
wants, 
fears 
industry 


RED DEER, ADta. (CP) — 
Many residents fear this cen¬ 
tral Alberta community may 
become the Sarnia of the 
West if proposed pe¬ 
trochemical development goes 
ahead. 

They are afraid the small¬ 
town atmosphere otf the com¬ 
munity of 30,000 will disap¬ 
pear in a cloud of industrial 
smog, prompted by the pro- 
vincial government’s plan for 
decentralized industry in Al¬ 
berta. 

“The people who realize 
what Red Deer is getting into 
— unless they have a vested 
interest or are in land specu¬ 
lation — dpn’t want it,” said 
Michael O’Brien, a former 
High school teacher now em¬ 
ployed by ACCESS Alberta, 
an environmentalist group. 

★ ★ ★ 

But some, like Mayor Roy 
McGregor, bubble with enthu¬ 
siasm about industrialization 
and urge others to ’’think 
Red Deer.” 

At issue is a proposal by Al¬ 
berta Gas Ethylene Ltd. 
(AGE of Calgary) for a 5300- 
million ethylene plant pear 
Joffre, 12 miles east of Red 
Deer. 

The plant is part of a plan 
tor a 51.5-billion pe¬ 
trochemical project designed 
to. launch Alberta into world¬ 
wide production of ethylene 
and its derivatives. 

The Alberta energy re¬ 
sources conservation board 
has recommended cabinet ap¬ 
proval of the project, whose 
participants include Dew 
Chemical of Canada Ltd., of 
Sarnia, Ont., and Du Pont of 
Canada Ltd. and Canadian In¬ 
dustries Ltd., both of Mon¬ 
treal. 

★ ★ ★ 

Construction of the AGE 
plant is scheduled to begin 
next spring, pending cabinet 
approval. Du Pont and CEL 
have postponed development 
plans tor five years, partly 
because of price uncertain¬ 
ties. X 

Linked to uneasinesss about 
petrochemical development is 
concern over water availabil¬ 
ity in a community that might 
double its size in 10 years. 

Following exhaustive stu¬ 
dios, thte provtoedai environ¬ 
ment department says a dam 
on toe Red Deer River is es¬ 
sential whether or not in¬ 
dustry noves in, because low 
winter flows cannot provide 
enough water tor the town. 

★ ★ ★ 

But opponents of the project 
say there will be no need tor 
a dam if industry doesn’t ar¬ 
rive and that automate meth¬ 
ods, ranging from ground- 
water to a series of weirs, 
would be preferable to a dam. 

A site close to the nearby 
town of Innasfiail was chosen 
by the environment depart¬ 
ment for toe 100-foot dam, 
However, public hearings by 
the environment conservation 
authority heard pleas from 
farmers to consider a site 
near Sundre. 

The farmers said no farm¬ 
land would be flooded by a 
reservoir there, while 4,400 
acres of prime agricultural 
land would be lost at the In- 
nisfail site. 

★ ★ ★ 

Increased crime, higher pol¬ 
lution and the waste of non¬ 
renewable resources were ad; 
ditional concerns heard by the 
authority during six days of 
public hearings. Its recom¬ 
mendations on the dam are 
dile witliin six months. 

The fear that pressure on 
housing and services would 
pfcay havoc with toe cdty has 
also surfaced. The AGE plant 
would employ 670 construction 
workers starting in 1976, 
almost fill outside labor be¬ 
cause toe unemployment rote 
here is two per cent. 

“Many people feel that we 
do not need the reputation of 
a boom-town construction 
camp/’ said Wayne Pander, 
the city’s director of economic 
development. 

Among those confused 
about the benefits of the plant 
is a 53-year-old farmer who 
will be 5320,000 richer if it is 
built. 

Delbert Clafson sold AGE 
an option to buy his one-sec¬ 
tion farm, and plans to lease 
400 acres from the company. 

‘The ethane doesn’t smell 
they teM us, so I’m not wor¬ 
ried about the plant being so 
near.” 

But he said he may have 
been too hasty in signing the 
agreement and fears he may 
eventually lose his right to 
lease land.

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Canadian film ‘script* originally written for $5 

Father’s lies turned into gold

HOLLYWOOD — One of the finest films to open 
in 1975, a year in which good movies were scarce in¬ 
deed, was the Canadian — Lies My Father Told Me, 
actor-writer Ted Allan’s bittersweet memoir of grow¬ 
ing up Jewish in a Montreal immigrant neighborhood 
of the ’20s. 


It was brought to the screen 
with much warmth and 
humor by Czech director Jan 
Kadar. 

Some tiling of a sleeper, lies 
My Father, Told Me first 
opened Nov. 12 at the Plaza 
here and is in its 12th week in 
New York. Its success has left 
Allan, 57, who dashes it off a 
short story 25 years ago, not 
just a little surprised — and 
completedly delighted. 

Lies My Father Told Me is 
the story of the loving rela¬ 
tionship between a small boy 
(Jeffrey Lynas) and his 
adored, bewhiskered grand¬ 
father (Yossi Yadin), a deep¬ 
ly religious though deter¬ 
minedly unorthodox peddler. 


The bond between them is 
especially strong because the 
boy’s father (Len Birman) is 
a generally insensitive clod, a 
ne’er-do-well forever dream¬ 
ing up get-riclwiuick inven¬ 
tions and putting down his ec¬ 
centric, colorful father-in-law 
and his whimsical mysticism. 
Forever trying to keep the 
peace is the boy’s demure, 
self-effacing mother (Marilyn 
Lightstone). 

“First of all, let me say 
that it’s a true story, 98 per 
cent so,’’ says Allan, a lean, 
silver-haired and bearded 
man who appeared in the film 
as a cdmical, fiery Marxist. 
“Nobody could have made up 
those inventions of my father. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Besides movable cufflinks 
connected with springs so you 
could shove up your shirt¬ 
sleeves without taking your 
links off and permanent press 
pants that unforttunately stuck 
together, he invented lots of 
other things that we didn’t 
show in the picbure. 

“In Montreal it can get to 
90 degrees below jzero in the 
winter, so your milk can turn 
into a big frozen lump. Well, 
my father made this box with 
an electric wire in it like a 
toaster for the milk when it 
was delivered. Only you 
couldn't regulate the heat, so 


we were the only family'in 
Montreal with hot milk. “It 
didn’t quite work, but it 
wasn’t a bad idea.

All his ideas were great, but 
he didn’t quite know how to 
pull them off. He’d been a toy 
manufacturer and had made 
vests for men’s suits. He 
owned seven factories, one 
after the other. He always 
seemed to be able to talk 
someone into backing him/ 
But after I went to work at 1C 
he never worked again. Later 
on, my younger brother 
helped out. 

“With my father everything 
was everybody else’s fault, 
and people were idiots. When 
I turned Lies My Father Told 
Me into a radio play and he 
heard it he opened his door 
and said to me:*‘Don’t you 
know anybody else?’ 

★ ★ * 

“But it’s my grandfather I 
really want to talk about. I 
have a sister who is mentally 
ill and my brother died at 44. 
They didn’t have my grand¬ 
father, who died when I was 
five. But he had given me 
that feeling I was a prince. 

“You have to have some¬ 
body to love you uncritically 
when you’re a child. Either 
your parents have to do it or 
your grandparents or some¬ 
body. If you don’t get it then 
you never have it. 

“I remember when we were 
walking along the streets of 
Montreal and I asked, ‘Zayda, 
is it possible that I am the 
Messiah?’ he said, ‘It’s possi¬ 
ble, but don’t count on it.’

‘‘My grandfather, who 
came to Canada from Russia 
in 1890, was a very religious 
man but was not orthodox. In 
his way he was a heretic, for 
no conventionally religious 
Jew would have referred to 
Jesus as a great rabbi. 

“I think he came from a 
'great Jewish tradition of uni¬ 
versality rather than ortho¬ 
doxy. His love really em-

Sometime in the ’60s, Mon¬ 
treal businessman Harry Gul- 
kin heard the story on radio 
and decided he wanted to pro¬ 
duce a film version. Eventual¬ 
ly Allan’s script was shown to 
Jan Kadar, who loved it..

braced all people. He was a 
peddler but he was like a bib¬ 
lical prophet. Despite the low 
status of his work he was a 
big man. 

“I think the picture is a suc¬ 
cess perhaps because people 
sense that love is the only 
truth and everything else is 
lies. The film’s really about a 
lack of. love. My granfather 
told me poetic truths against 
the prosaic facts — ‘lies’ — 
my father told me.”

Allan, who has made his 
home in London for more 
than 20 years, has had a rich¬ 
ly varied career. He fought in 
the Spanish Civil War, met 
Hemingway and served as 
chief assistant to Dr. Norman 
Bethune in the Spanish- 
Canadian blood transfusion 
unit in Madrid. 

One of the most venerated 
figures in China, Bethune, 
who died there in 1939, was 


the subject of a best-selling 
book by Allan and Sydney 
Lkxrdon. Currently. Allan is 
negotiating with a major stu¬ 
dio to write a screenplay on 
Bethune. 

Among his many shirt 
stories and plays his best- 
known work is Oh, What a 
Lovely War, which after his 
international stage success, 
became an outstanding film 
directed by Richard Atten¬ 
borough. 

When Lies My Father Told 
Me, which has been presented 
on both Canadian and British 
television, was first produced 
as a radio play in 1951, Lome 
Greene played the grand¬ 
father and Arthur Hiller 
directed. 


After a brief, fruitless mm 
as a Hollywood screenwriter 
in the ’40s, Allan returned to 
Montreal in 1950. Although he 
left Hollywood, where he had 
hoped to write a film on the 
Spanish Civil War, before 
“McCarthy hit the fan,” he

TORONTO (CP) — Luatta 
Harrington has spent 16 years 
campaigning to protect home- 
owners from inferior work- 
plans hip, outrageous prices 
and rackets in tWe home re¬ 
pair field. 

As president of the Home 
Owners Association, she can 
point to a membership of 
more than 40,000 people who 
each year pay a fee of $12 to 
avoid being, as she says, 

rooked.” 

The association started in 
1959 as a 24-hour-a-day ser¬ 
vice for people who need im¬ 
mediate Mome service, home 
alterations or consultations 
about houshold problems. 


“We save a member the 
time of searching for a reli¬ 
able contractor, ’ plumber, 
painter or whatever,” she 
said. “All he has to do is call 
us and we’ll have someone at 
his disposal.” 

TWe associaion began in the 
Toronto area. Now there are 
branches in Montreal, Van¬ 
couver, Winnipeg, Windsor 
and Thunder Bay, Ont. 

Miss Harrington said the as¬ 
sociation is most effective in 
cities with a population of 
over 100,000 because “these 
are the places where fly-by- 
night operators can turn their 
trade without being detected 
until it is too late.” 


"Many will hit a city In the 
spring, set up business and 
carry out a string of shoddy 
pobs. Then, in the fall, they 
move to another city and set 
up again under another 
name.” 

Guarantees such contrac¬ 
tors hand out to Mr>me-owners 
"aren’t worth the paper 
they’re printed on." 

There are 600 services 
available to Home Owners 
members. Miss Harrington 
said the most used are paint¬ 
ing, general contracting for 
renovations to a house, televi¬ 
sion repair, plumbing and fur¬ 
nace repair. 


Ev.ery contractor in each 
service is closely screened. 

"This ensures their work 
and protects the association’s 
name. People who call for 
service receive three es¬ 
timates and make their 
choice, assured that what 
they will pay is accurate and 
the work will be done.” 

Apartment-dwellers are eli¬ 
gible for membership but pay 
only $6 a year because most 
apartments have maintenance 
services, snow clearing and 
landscaping. 

But tWere are hundreds of 
services the association can 
offer the high-rise tenant or 
condominium owner, includ¬ 
ing furniture repair, drapery 
•cleaning, floor waxing, house¬ 
keeping and scissor and knife 
sharpening. 


The contract the Contractor 
must sign before servicing 
numbers states that ser¬ 
vicemen will not charge extra 
for work at nlgHt or Satur¬ 
days, Sundays and holdiays. 


The association bills the 
member 30 days after the job 
is completed. 

"The work of all approved 
service people is guaranteed 
by the association,” said Miss 
Harrington* 

Members receive 10 per 
cent discount on many mate¬ 
rials used in household re- 
pars and a discount erf 2.7 
cents a gallon on fuel oil. 
Also, furnace maintenance, 
for which Miss Harrington 
and companies are charging 
as much as $40 to $45, costs 
members $32.50.

Fun hobby made him a millionaire 

His dream ballooned 


By CHARLES HPLUNGER 

GUADALAJARA (LAT) — Mexico, among other things, 
is the land of "Senor Globo’s many multi-colored balloons, 
owner of the world’s largest balloon factory — Latex Oca- 
dental, a huge plant in downtown Guadalajara employing 
700 gidberos. 

Globo is Spanish for balloon. And Salcedo, 43, Is known as 
Senor Globo on six continents. Salcedo, the Johnny Appleseed 
of the brightly colored balloons fills the skies for 48 nations 
with his product. Salcedo is a Mexican Horatio Alger. He 
began making his balloons one at a time in a tub in his • 
backyard wjien he was 18. 

"Never did I dream I would be making so many 
balloons," says Senor Globo, a millionaire. His’ company 
produces 15 million balloons a day, using the viscuous sap of 
the Malaysian hevea tree. 

Balloons as tiny as an inch long are shipped by the 
miHiona each year by Latex Occidental to Venezuela. The 
company also manufactures: huge balloons five and six feet 
long and almost as wide when inflated. It turns out balloons 
of all sizes, shapes and colors. 

Latex Occidental anticipates sales in excess of 100 million 


pesos ($3 million) in 1976, dduble the balloon production of two 
years ago. Ground was recently barken in Guadalajara for a 
new $1 million Latex Occidental plant designed to manufac¬ 
ture 100 million balloons a day. 

Latex Occidental’s biggest market is Mexico. Next, the 
United States, then Venezuela, Canada and Germany. Senor 
Globo’s balloons are sold in all the European countries, 
throughout Central ar\d South America, Africa, Asia, India, 
Australia and behind the Iron Curtain in Yugoslavia, Cze¬ 
choslovakia and Poland. 

Latex Occidental has warehouses in Canada, Germany, 
Switzerland, Holland,, the United States, England, France, 
Brazil and Sweden that serve as central distribution points 
for Senor Globo’s balloons. 

Salcedo is especially proud that Latex Occidental is a 100 
per cent Mexican company. All the machinery in the factory 
was designed by Salcedo and his team of engineers. 

‘1 love balloons. I always have since I was a kid,” Sal¬ 
cedo says. "I have six children. They love balloons.” 

Boys and girls — and grownups, too — from Afghanistan 
to Zambia also love balloons. And Senor Globo is their chief 
supplier.

LONDON (CP) — A refuse 
reclamation plant is being 
planned In northern England 
which could supply industry 
with valuable raw materials 
and save millions of pounds 
sterling. 

It will sort and process 200 
tons of domestic waste daily, 
making some of it suitable for 
re-use in industry to cut en¬ 
ergy costs, save imports, con¬ 
serve resources and protect 
the environment. 

The' plant will be the resuit 
of several years’ research into 
the recovery of usable materi¬ 
als from waste by the depart¬ 
ment of industry’s Warren 
Spring laboratory in southeast 
England. 

Rubbish will be sorted by 
relatively cheap methods — 
by size, by magnetism and by 
air-blasting to separate paper 
and plastics. 

This dry system of separation 
is considered better than the 
wet method being investigat¬ 
ed in the United States; it is 
- cheaper and it allows discard¬ 
ed material to be disposed of 
more easily and safely. 

In addition, what is rejected 
is likely to bum hotter, so 
that some could be used to 
mix with coal at power sta¬ 
tions. 

Tin ciins .will be separated, 
cleaned and offered to the 
metal reclaiming industry 
which could pass on the result 
to steel makers. 

Dr. P. R. Birch of Warren 
Spring said: "We are very ex¬ 
cited about the prospect of 
fuel saving which could result 
from the plant.” 

Designs for the plant will be 
drawn up this year and con¬ 
struction is due to start in 
1977-78.

Dentists seek method 
to ease fear of pain 

NEW YORK (Reuter) — The worst thing den¬ 
tists have to fear in their fight against tooth decay 
is fear itself, says an expert on dental anesthesia. 
Dr. Alan Stoler of Coral Gables, Fla., said fear of 
pahi keeps most (people away until they need urgent 
treatment and that two of every three persons go 
to the dentist only in emergencies. 

He is one of a group of dentists who advocate 
techniques to raise the tolerance for pain while 
keeping the imtient conscious. They say inhaling 
Nitrous oxide — the “laughing gas” long a part of 
dental procedure — mixed with oxygen together 
with the injection of a mild sedative is one way of 
avoiding pain. 

No recovery time is needed and risks are re¬ 
duced in patients with heart or diabetic conditions.

Harry Hunter, executive 
director of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Convenience Stores 
(NACS), says that “conve¬ 
nience stores are character¬ 
ized by extended hours and by 
easy parking facilities 
usually from 8 to 15 spaces. 
They carry a full line of gro¬ 
ceries and range in size from 
1,000 to 3,200 square feet.”

“So. I don’t think there is 
any doubt there is some kind 
of genetic base,” he said. 

High blood pressure, or hy¬ 
pertension, is the leading 
cause of heart disease and 
death in this country, accord¬ 
ing to the heart association. 
Kass said studies have proven 
that a person with high blood 
pressure- is the likeliest can¬ 
didate for heart disease and 
heart attack. , 

He said although'high blood 
pressure in a child presents 
no danger for many years — 
unless it is radically high — a 
method of altering the blood 
pressure tendencies would be 
a dramatic breakthrough. 


TUCSON. Ariz. (UPI) — A 
Boston physician said this 
week the blood pressure of a 
one-month-old child may in¬ 
dicate his chances of heart 
disease by middle age. 

If a tiny infant has a blood 
pressure above normal he li¬ 
kely will always have a high 
blood pressure, said Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Kass of the Harvard 
Medical School. 

The discovery of that life¬ 
long “blood pressure track” 
may be the' key to finding a 
way to head off the problems 
of high blood pressure which 
affects millions * of North 
Americans, he said. 

“I am very optimistic, but I 
can’t put a timetable on when 
we could find such a way,” 
Kass said. 

Kass said the blood pres¬ 
sure levels of children corre¬ 
late almost exactly with their 
siblings and fairly closely to 
their parents’ levels. And, a 
new study showed that al¬ 
though there was no good cor¬ 
relation with siblings or 
parents within a few days 
after birth, there was by one 
month. 

“Something happens be¬ 
tween birth and the first 
month of life that starts them 
on their blood pressure track 
for life,” Kass told the Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association Science 
Writers Forum. 

Doctors have long argued 
whether > genetics or environ¬ 
ment cause high blood pres¬ 
sure, and Kass said they still 
do not know which has the 
greater effect. But,' he said, 
studies of identical twins sep¬ 
arated shortly after birth and 
reared in different homes, 
show that they have nearly 


Many physicians debated, 
and researchers are studying, 
whether high salt diets are a 
deciding cause of high blood 
pressure. Kass said if that 
proves to be true, same spec¬ 
ulate that small dosages of 
diuretics to infants may re¬ 
verse the blood pressure ten¬ 
dencies.

Only a very compelling at¬ 
traction would cause custom¬ 
ers to shop in stores where 
they will knowingly pay more 
for most products they buy. 

A sample survey conducted 
by Doug Patterson, a Denver 
businessman, compared items 
between three convenience 
stores and three super¬ 
markets and found that the 
small stores cost the con¬ 
sumer as much as 45 per cent 
- more than the larger ones. 

Alan Liles, public-relations 
director for Southland Cor¬ 
poration, feels the reason is 
“convenience.” 

“People have always been 
interested in convenience,” he 
6ays. Industry statistics in¬ 
dicate Liles is right. Two- 
thirds of all convenience-store 
customers live within a mile 
from where they shop. 

And i na survey, 65 per dent 
cited saving time as a major 
reason foi* shopping the con¬ 
venience store. Many people 
are attracted by the absence 
of checkout lines. Extended 
hours also draw dustomers. 
Nearfly 30 per cent of business 
comes on weekends and about 
8 per cent ‘between 11 p.m. 
and 7 a.m.

5394.2-billion federal budget 
he said represented “a very 
major turning point for the 
American people.” 

Signing the two green-bound 
volumes containing his 1977 
fiscal budget proposal before 
sending it to Congress, Ford 
said it held no “false prom¬ 
ise” to solve ail of America’s 
problems, but was dedicated 
to achieving “a better, more 
bountiful life for the Ameri¬ 
can people.” 

With the budget, he said, 
"we have arrested a spending 
trend that increasingly threat¬ 
ened the national security and 
our national stability."

Medicine 
men get 
support 

GENEVA <UFT) —' Witch ; 
doctors and other traditional 
healers play a crucial role in 
caring for the sick in poor 
countries and should get mare 
encouragement from the medi¬ 
cal profession, the World 
Health Organization said 
Wednesday. 

W.H.O. said such healers 
not only are able to help cure 
certain physical ailments but 
are also skilled in psycho¬ 
therapy and “patifent manage¬ 
ment.” 

“Official health services, on 
the whole, have been reluc¬ 
tant to recognize and evaluate 
the contribution traditional 
healers are making to the 
physical, and particularly the 
psychological, welfare of pop¬ 
ulations and have tended to 
disparage rather than co¬ 
operate with the traditional 
system,” W.H.O. said in a re¬ 
port to its executive board. 

“Health professionals have 
much to learn from tradi¬ 
tional healers regarding their 
practice of psychotherapy, 
their approach to sickness 
and patient management, and 
the probity and humility with 
which they look upon their role 
in the community” the re¬ 
port said. 

It urged that such healers, 
who farm the basic core of 
primary health workers far 
about 90 per cent of the rural 
populations in' developing 
countries, be given supple¬ 
mentary health training, in¬ 
cluding an elementary knowl¬ 
edge of the body, notions in 
hygiene, nutrition and mother 
and child care.

At a signing ceremony in 
the auditorium of the execu¬ 
tive office building, Ford said,

1975. 

Press secretary Ron Nessen 
c o mm ented to reporters 
“there is no evidence that in¬ 


flation is accelerating and if 
the budget is kept to the level 
of the president’s recommen¬ 
dation, that is a way to insure 
inflation will not be renewed. 

“Inflation is abating. It is 
higher than the president 
would like but certainly lower 
than in the past couple of 
years”.

VANCOUVER (GP) - A re¬ 
port prepared by marine blob 
ogy students at Simon Fraser 
University says that despite 
their proximity to the ocean, 
British Columbians are land¬ 
lubbers and do not take full 
advantage of the sea. 

Dr. L. D. Druehl, an as¬ 
sociate professor of marine 
' biology at the university, 
writes In an introoductdon to 
the report: “British Columbia 
is largely populated by people 
whose ancestors, or who 
themselves, moved from our 
eastern provinces. 

“Perhaps the North Ameri¬ 
can land mass acted as a 
filter, allowing only landlub¬ 
bers to pass .westward and 
holding mariners to our east¬ 
ern provinces. Whatever the 


reason, we are not a people of 
widows’ walks and sea chan¬ 
ties.” 

Two students writing on uni¬ 
versity research projects 
along the B.C. coast say: 

“Canada’s Pacific coastline 
is one of the longest of any 
nation on the Pacific Rim yet 
the diversity of our resources 
utilization lags far behind that 
of the other developed na¬ 
tions, the most notable being 
Japan and the United States.” 

“Tills may be in part due to 
our difficulty in perceiving 
B.C. as a marine province,” 
says Phil Lundrie and Neil 
Schubert.

LONDON (UPI) - Flying 
aboard Concorde is a little 
like riding a rocket. A bit 
nodsy and cramped, perhaps— 
but fun. 

There is a feeling of sus¬ 
pended animation in which 
not even time is quite real. 
There is no sensation of 
speed. 

Concorde zips' through the 
once-dreaded sound barrier 
with no bounce, no lurch. 
Glowing red digits on the 
“machmeter’' at the front of 
the passenger cabin click 
soundlessly to 1.00, meaning 
the speed of sound, and then 
beyond. Nothing else happens. 

Before long those digits 
click up to 2.03, meaning a 
ground speed of about 1,320 
miles an hour. They are the 
only proof you have. 

‘Its no good trying to judge 
speed by looking at the 
ground, because Concorde’s 
windows are the size of paper¬ 
back books and the view from 
most of them is blocked by 
the sweeping wing. The earth 
is pretty featureless from 10 
to 12 miles up, anyway. 

Instead, there is noise. The 
Concorde is noisier above the 
speed of sound than below it. 

The plane outraces its own 
engine roar, but the thin air 
scrapes past W enormous 
speed, end Us sandpaper 
sound Is like sustained rush- 
hour traffic. 

When VIP passengers step 
aboard the plane, their first 
impression is — it’s so small. 

It’s no aircraft for basket¬ 
ball players. Even moderately 
taM men have to stoop in the 
long, pencil-thin cabin. The 
two-abreast seats are lushly 
upholstered, but leg room 
isn't generous. 

Takeoff cornea with a 
screaming roar and a sports 
car’s acceleration kick. The 
flight Is smooth, bumpless, ef¬ 
fortless — and quick. The 
ocean passes before you give 
up trying to drink champagne 
faster than the stewards pour 
it 

Landing is odd. With no 
wing flaps, Concorde comes in 
angled sharply upward, but 
its droopii*? swordfish snout 
allows the pilots to see. 

The braking roar when the 
engines reverse thrust is even 
louder than the takeoff. What 
meet passengers fed then is 
amazement. Surely we can’t 
be there already!

VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Two proposed nuclear power 
plants in the U.S. Pacific 
Northwest would be highly 
vulnerable to earthyuake de¬ 
struction and threaten to wipe 
out Canada’s third-Largest 
city with clouds of deadly ra¬ 
diation, a Vancouver-baaed 
environmental group charged 
Wednesday. 

A U.S. study also warned 
that B.C. could become an as¬ 
sembly point for international 
terrorists seeking to “dash 
across the border” and steal 
nuclear material for atomic 
bombs. 

The Canadian Society for 
Pollution and Environmental 
Control announced plana to 
join a campaign in the United 
States to halt the project. 

“This ds one of the greatest 
nuclear dangers facing Cana¬ 
da, but nobody in government 
seems to be doing anything 
about it,” said SPEC ecologist 
Dr. Pat Moore. “Thousands of 
people could die.” 

Moore said the Puget Sound 
Power and Light Co. and 
other U.S. utilities were plan¬ 
ning to build the plants near 
Sedro Woolley, Wash., only 32 
miles from the Canadian 
border and about 60 miles' 
south of Vancouver. 

“But that’s earthquake 
country with a significant geo¬ 
logical fault,” he said. “A 
quake could rupture the core 
of the reactor and release 
ueadly radioactive substances 
into the atmosphere where 
prevailing winds would carry 
them to Vancouver and other

PATHS — With a powerful 
stroke, the noted anthropol¬ 
ogist bruuglit the rock, tightly 
clenched in his hand, down 
on the edge of a hunk of vol¬ 
canic glass. 

With a sharp "crack” a 
- chip of the black glass flew 

across the room, and Dr. 
Francois Bordes grunted with 
satisfaction. An expert in 
stone tool making, he was 
demonstrating how prehis¬ 
toric man must have made 
tools as early aa two million 
yean ago. 

★ ★ ★ 

Bordes, professor of prehis¬ 
tory at the University of Bor¬ 
deaux in France, says that it 
took him 10 years to learn 
how to fashion stone into tools 
Instead of breaking it into 
useless fragments. 

“I am sure prehistoric chil¬ 
dren learned much quicker, 
but I and my colleagues had 
t o rediscover techniques 
which have long been forgot¬ 
ten," says Bordes. 

In the search for man’s be¬ 
ginnings, tools traditionailly 
have been the markers which 
scientists have followed. Their 
assumption is that only man’s 
true ancestors were toolmak¬ 
ers. 

★ ★ ★ 

But as discoveries in East 
Africa and Java have pushed 
man’s origins back beyond 
the two-million-year mark at 
w hich the earliest tools have 
been dated, scientists have 
turned to other criteria as 
measures of humanity. These 
include brain size and skull 
structure, teeth, shape of 
hands, and upright stature. 

Attempts to apply these dif¬ 
ferent "yardsticks’’ to the 
earliest fossil remains have 
caused a great deal of confu¬ 
sion, even among the experts. 
More conservative pa- 
looantftrapokjgists feel that 
their field is in such a muddle 
it may take many years be¬ 
fore it gets straightened out. 

★ ★ ★ 

Part of this confusion stems 
from the fact that scientists 
seldom find entire skeletons. 

For instance, the renowned 
British anthropologist, Dr. 
Mary Leakey, recently an¬ 
nounced fee discovery of teeth 
and jaws more than three 
million years old in Laetolil, 
Tanzania. 

According to her son, Rich- 
arid Leakey, director of the 
Kenyan National Museum, 
these resemble some he dis¬ 
covered near Lake Rudolf. 

Because the Lake Rudolf 
teeth were found near a large 
and strikingly modem skull, 
known as 1470, Leakey feels 
that the Laetolil people, were 
probably "true man." 

★ * ★ 

Many scientists, however, 
are uneasy about identifying 
species by the association of 
single characteristics, like 
t teeth. 

Even skull size, which has 
became an extremely popular 
measure of humanness in re¬ 
cent years, has a number of 
uncertainties. 

"The significance of brain 
size is difficult to assess ..." 
writes Henry M. McHenry, 
► assistant professor of anthro¬ 

pology at the University of 
California at Davis in the 
journal, Science. 

The outstanding issue here, 
he explains is that animals 
with larger bodies have larger 
brains yet are not necessarily 
more intelligent. 

★ ★ ★ 

Charles Darwin and other 
early evolutionists theorized 
that human evolution began 
with upright walking, followed 
by speech, which finally led to 
the evolution of the brain as it 
is today. 

This has led to extensive 
research into the anatomy re¬ 
quired for walking. Applying 
these studies to early fossils, 
scientists have concluded that 
several different man-like 
creatures walked upright at 
least three million years ago. 
All these early ape men "had 
fundamentally human 
bodies," says McHenry.

M. V. Chesnut’s, 
Garden notes 


The late Rachel Carson 
wouldn’t have had to do much 
more preaching to dissuade 
me from spraying my fruit 
trees, for if there is one gar¬ 
den chore I detest above all 
others, it is the job of mixing 
and applying the evil-smelling 
mixtures recommended for 
the health of our trees. 

But Silent Spring or no Si¬ 
lent Spring, I rate the leaf- 
curl spray for peaches an ab¬ 
solute must. 

If I missed out on this 
spray, I would feel as guilty 
as if I had failed to have my 
children immunized against 
smallpox, polio and diptheria, 
and for much the same rea¬ 
sons. 

Not only would I be risking 
the life of my own peach tree, 
but by allowing it to come 
down with this loathsome dis¬ 
ease, I would be spreading 
the infection all over the 
neighborhood. 

~9 * 

This troubler is so common, 
I imagine every gardener 
hereabouts has seen its disas¬ 
trous effects. 

The tree comes into blos¬ 
som and leafs out quite nor¬ 


mally, but soon after the 
leaves reach their full size, 
they become swollen, distort¬ 
ed and curled, with great red¬ 
dish blisters all over them. 

Later, the red coloring in 
the leaf changes as the fungus 
infection produces its fruiting 
spores, and the leaf surface 
becomes covered with whitish 
deposit, looking rather like a 
bad case of mildew. 

Twigs and fruit are Infect¬ 
ed, and the tree loses all its 
leaves in early summer. And 
of course, without any foliage, 
it cannot manufacture any 
food for its tissues. 

★ ★ ★ 

While an affected peach 
tree may succeed in pushing 
out a second crop of leaves, it 
can do this only at the ex¬ 
pense of the food reserves 
stored in its wood and sap, 
and it is terribly weakened by 
the effort. 

Eventually, without help, 
the tree is bound to die. 

Once these horrid symp¬ 
toms appear, it is far too late 
to do anything about it. By 
that time, the disease is deep 
within tl)e tissues of the 


leaves and twigs where no 
surface spray can reach it. 

The only time you can take 
any effective action is before 
the bud tips crack open in the 
spring — and remember, the 
peach tree starts into growth 
much earlier than apples and 
pears. 

* * * 

One difficulty is to catch a 
good spell of weather at this 
time of year for this impor¬ 
tant job. You can’^ spray dur¬ 
ing rain, fbr this would dilute 
and wash away the spray be¬ 
fore it gets in its cleansing ac¬ 
tion, and a windy day isn’t 
much better. 

What we need is a calm, 
sunny day occurring before 
the swelling buds crack open, 
and for those of us who go to 
work weekdays, this ideal 
weather must fall on a week¬ 
end. 

Such fine weekends are not 
too common at this season of 
the year, so‘it is wise to have 
all your supplies on hand 
ready to take advantage of 
any break that comes along. 

Buy your spray materials 
now ,and make sure your 
sprayer is in good condition. 


What kind of spray? Almost 
any garden fungicide will do 
the trick. Lime-sulphur is an 
old reliable treatment, but it 
has a foul smell and will 
leave a bad stain an stucco 
and painted surfaces. 

Any spray containing cop¬ 
per will do a good job against 
leaf curl; these copper-based 
sprays may also cause some 
staining, but unlike lime- 
sulphur, it will wash off. 

Several other fungicides are 
effective, such as Captan, 
Phaltan and Later’s PMA. 

* * * 

It Is poor economy to use 
too little spray, for if one tiny 
bit of tree is left unsprayed, it 
could re-infect the whole tree. 

It is important to remember 
that the infecting organisms 
are on the bud scales, and in 
order to wet these thoroughly, 
the spray should be applied 
with great force, driving it 
into the nooks and crannies, 
ideally from above. 

Wherever possible, it is best 
to use a ladder so the spray 
can be directed downward 
making sure every last fork 
and bud Is wetted and drip¬ 
ping.

PORT HARDY — All ended 
well Wednesday for three 
adults and an Egyptian 
pharaoh hound named Ra, 
marooned overnight on a lone¬ 
ly beach after their small air¬ 
craft crashed during an at¬ 
tempted takeoff. 

“I’m really too tired to talk 
about it now,” said Astrid 
Luebke after spending a 
sleepless night beside the 
crippled Cessna 180. 

Astrid. her husband 
Wolfgang, pilot Ken Brodarki 
and Ra (named after the 
Egyptian * sun god), escaped 
injury and were rescued at 
10:35 a.m. by a Pacific Res¬ 
cue Centre helicopter from 
the armed forces base at 
Comox. 

It ended a 12-hour ordeal 
that began soon after the 
plane left Cape Scott for a 
short flight to Port Hardy. 
The Luebkes and Brodacki 
live in Port Hardy. ■» 

For some reason which 
Mrs. Luebke was ‘‘too tired” 
to explain late Wednesday, 


the plane landed on a stretch 
of beach about five miles 
south of Cape Scott. The pilot 
could not be contacted and 
Mrs. Luebke’s husband was 
still catching up on his sleep. 

Ra remained a mute 
witness to the whole thing. 

The rescue centre was no¬ 
tified at 11 p.m. Tuesday after 
a commercial aircraft picked 
up a signal from a homing 
device in the dawned plane. 

Two aircraft, a twin-engine 
Buffalo and Labrador heli¬ 
copter, began the rescue mis¬ 
sion soon after daybreak. At 
10 a.m. the crew of the Buffa¬ 
lo spotted the Luebkes and 
Brodacki waving from the 
beach. 

Since there were no inju¬ 
ries, it was believed the Cess¬ 
na was barely airborne when 
the takeoff was aborted. 

Mrs. Luebke, who was jar- 
ried jout of her. sleep by a 
reporter’s phone call, wasn’t 
able to shed any light on the 
crash. 

"I’m very tired and I have 
to go to work in the morn¬ 
ing,” she said.

Pollution, false ad cost fines 


NEW WESTMINSTER, B.C. 
(CP) — The Canadian peni¬ 
tentiaries service issued a 
statement Wednesday 
expressing full support of all 
members of the guards’ tac¬ 
tical squad at the B.C. Peni¬ 
tentiary in their actions at a 
hostage-taking incident last 
year which*. resulted in the 
death of l prison social 
wferker. 

The statement came after 
the conclusion Tuesday of a 
preliminary hearing for three 
convicts charged in connec¬ 
tion with the incident The 
three were committed for 
trial by provincial judge Phi¬ 
lip Govan. 

One of the three, Andrew 
Bruce, told the judge as the 
hearing concluded that he saw 
prison guard Albert Hollinger 
fatally shoot social worker 
Mary Steinhauser, one of the 
hostages held by the three 
convicts. Bruce said the 
guard had shot him (Bruce) 
in the jaw and Miss Stein¬ 
hauser then had cried out: 
"Don’t shoot him.” 

The guard "then fired 
again, and Mary fell to her 
side in front of me.’’ 

Earlier in the hearing the 
judge had asked defence 
counsel not to question 
witnesses on the woman's 
death because it did *-Jt relate 
to the charges against R»uce 
or Clair Wilson and Dwight 
Lucas, the other two charged 
in the case. 

However, at the conclusion 
of the hearing the prisoners 
were asked if they had any¬ 
thing to say in their defence 
and Bruce’s statement was 
heard by the court. 

The penitentiaries service 
statement referred directly to 
the guard named by Bruce. It 
read In part: 1 

"... It te up to the court to 
substantiate o r disprove 
(Bruce’s) accusations. To the 
best of our knowledge officer 
Albert Hollinger and all 
members of the tactical squad 
performed their duties ac¬ 
cording to regulation and to 
the best of their ability. Con¬ 
sequently they have the full 
support of the Canadian Peni-

TORONTO (OP) — Andre 
Ouellet, federal minister of 
consumer and corporate af¬ 
fairs, says he plans legislation 
to control tax discounters who 
offer cash for income-tax re¬ 
funds. 

The hlgh-profit, but legal, 
discounters prepare tax re¬ 
turns and pay in advance part 
of what a refund cheque is 
worth in exchange tor the 
right to cash the refund che¬ 
que when it arrives. 

In a telephone Interview 
from Ottawa, Ouellet said 
Tuesday there was no doubt 
many consumers who went to 
discounters ‘were victims of a 
heavy interest rate. 

"They just don’t realize how 
much they’re charged,” he 
said. 

The federal Small Loans 
Act says interest on money 
lent cannot exceed 2 per cent 
a month on the first 1200, or 
24 per cent a year. . 

An aide to Ouellet said: 

"The state of law at the 
moment is that tax discount¬ 
ing is not a loan, believe it or 
not. So, much to our horror, it 
is administered by nobody.” 

Ouellet said he believed a 
discounted tax refund was 
clearly a loan, at an unprece¬ 
dented and very high interest 
rate. 

He said he wanted to regu¬ 
late the practice by amending 
the Small Loans Act to in- 
elude discounters. The 
amended legislation would be 
called the Borrowers’ Protec¬ 
tion Act 

"This type of money (tax 
refunds) is like money in the 
bank,” he said. “So, we’ll 
treat this strictly as a loan 
with almost no risk, and an 
excessive interest rate will 
not be allowed.” 

Ouellet said provincial con¬ 
sumer affairs ministers would 
meet to discuss his proposals.

White Spot Restaurants and 
400 employees of Ernie’s Ken¬ 
tucky Fried Chicken outlets 
have approved a 22-month 
contract with wage increases 
above federal anti-inflation 
guidelines.

Mi-' 
chelle Wines Ltd. and Jordan 
Wines Ltd., all sharing pre¬ 
mises at 3948 Quadra, Saan¬ 
ich, ww fined $150 each fol¬ 
lowing a plea of guilty to a 
Pollution Control Act charge 
of causing or permitting a dis¬ 
charge of polluting materials 
into Blenkinsop Creek Jhly 3, 
1975. 

Oakcrest Park Estates Ltd., 
which operates four Greater 
Victoria stores, was fined $300 
after a plea of guilty to a 


Combines Investigation Act 
charge of untrue, deceptive or 
misleading ^advertising June 
11. 1975. 

In the wine companies case, 
prosecutor Dennis Doyle said 
the firms were supposed to 
dischaige waste materials 
into the sewer system. But on 
July 3, "a strong wine odor 
was present and there was a 
strong red discoloration” of 
the creek. 

Defence lawyer Paul Jar¬ 
man said that “it was mainly 
a discharge of grape press¬ 
ings ... organic, biodegrada¬ 
ble material” and the compa¬ 
nies, "after some detective 
work,” found the cause was a 
crack in a sewer pipe between 


the winery and its settling 
tank. 

He said the companies had 
replaced the pipe and put in a 
new system of pumps and au¬ 
dible alarms at a cost of 
$1,380. 

The charge against 
Oakcrest was that it "caused 
to be published in The Daily 
Colonist newspaper an adver¬ 
tisement pertaining to tins of 
Clover Leaf tuna which adver¬ 
tisement contained a state¬ 
ment-purporting to be a state¬ 
ment of fact that was untrue, 
deceptive or misleading for 
the purpose of promoting a 
business interest.” 

Prosecutor Harold Tumham 
quoted the ad as ,saying, 


“Clover Leaf chunk-flake tuna, 
half-pound tin 59 cent*.” He 
said investigators went to one 
Oakcrest-owned store at 47 
Songhees and found the tins of 
tuna weighed 6Vi ounces and 
were stamped as such. 

Defence lawyer Jack Mac¬ 
Millan said that "there was 
no intent to deceive .., It was 
simply an honest mistake.” 


Tumham said the company 
did not blame the newspaper. 
Instead, be said, "the ad was 
published without mistake” 
the way the company asked 
for it

Israel dreams up ambitious project 


Sea-to-sea tunnel mooted

the Sinai oilfields and Israel's 
renewed dependence on oil 
imports at current high world 
prices, the cost of digging a 
tunnel now is economically 
feasible, says Prof. Shlomo 
Eckstein, head of Bar-Dan 
University’s department of 
economics wrf> headed the go¬ 
vernment-appointed panel. 

Sea water from the Mediter¬ 
ranean cannot be channelled 
to the Dead Sea through 
cheaper open conduits be¬ 
cause while the Dead Sea sur¬ 
face is 1,280 feet below that of 
the Mediterranean, mountains 
between them rise twice as 
high above sea level. 

The experts propose con¬ 
struction of a large reservoir 
at the end of the tunnel, about 
250 feet below the Mediterra¬ 
nean, from which the water 
would shoot down sluices to 
turbines 1,000 feet below. 


Eckstein, a noted authority 
on agrarian reform, says the 
project could save Israel at 
least 175,000 tons of fuel oil a 
year, worth between $13 and 
$1$* million at present prices 
and even ipore in the future. 

The eight-member panel 
says that with a small addi¬ 
tional investment the Mediter¬ 
ranean-Dead Sea tunnel could 
also provide‘much-needed sea 
water for the Dead Sea chem¬ 
ical works and other indus¬ 
tries in the Negev Desert. 

Artificial lakes could also 
be created along the way, for 
tourism and recreation and 
possibly commercial fishing. 
Water in transit could* also be 
used for cooling electricity 
generating plants, flushing 
out municipal and industrial 
wastes, and distillation for in¬ 
land irrigation projects. 


TEL AVIV (Reuter) — The 
world fuel crisis has revived 
an imaginative plan to pro¬ 
vide Israel with water and 
electric power from a 50-mile 
tunnel linking the Mediterra¬ 
nean with the Dead Sea — , 
lowest point on the earth's 
surface. 

The idea of using the dif¬ 
ference in elevation between 
the Mediterranean and the 
Dead Sea, 1,280 feet below sea 
level, for hydro-electric power 
is not completely new. But it 
was rejected "earlier because 
of the high costs involved. 

Now a group of Israeli ex¬ 
perts commissioned by the 
government say the plan — 
estimated to cost about $200 
million at 1974 prices — 
should be completed. 

They say a power station at 
the Dead Sea end of the tun¬ 
nel could produce an annual 
800 million kilowatt hours of 


electricity, enough to satisfy 
l0 per cent of Israel’s peak 
estimated needs 10 years 
from now. 

But there are political as 
well as financial and engi¬ 
neering snags. 

The concrete-lined un- 
derground passage, big 
enough to drive a bus through 
and one of the world’s longest 
tunnels, would pass below the 
Israeli-occupied west bank. 

When oil -r- the sole raw 
material used in Israel for the 
production of electric power 
— was relatively cheap, the 
search for alternate fuels, 
such as water or nuclear 
power, was put aside. 

And Israel could supply 
about 60 per cent of its <Vil 
requirements from the Abu 
Rudeis oilfields in occupied 
Sinai.

Months for two 


A Victoria police detective 
took the witness stand 
Wednesday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court to speak up for a 17- 
year-old Saanich youth who 
had .admitted four Victoria 
break-ins. 

“I think he has good poten¬ 
tial,” Sgt. Blake Green said of 
David William Holst, 3225 
Harriet. 

‘‘He's ambitious and 
bright,” said Green. “I think 
if he’s directed to the proper 
channels, he will be highly 
motivated. He wants to clean 
up his act and gi\g it an 
honest attempt.” 

Holst pleaded guilty to three 
charges resulting from four 
house break-ins Dec. 26, 27 
and 28 and Jan. 4 when cash, 
liquor, a ring, a pencil and a 
flashlight were stolen — and 
from his possession of a small 
amount of marijqana Jan. 4. 

Green said Holst came to 
the police station Jan. 12, 
when he asked for Green and 
admitted the December of¬ 
fences. Judge Blake Allan, 
saying that was “the most 
impressive thing," remanded 
Holst to Feb. 13 for a pre-sen¬ 
tence report and sentence.

He said it appeared that 
production for the full 1975-76 
dairy year will exoeed the re¬ 
quired 100 million hundred¬ 
weight by about 11 million 
hundredweight. 

This-would result in a sur¬ 
plus of nearly 50 million 
pounds of butter, he said, 
costing the Canadian Dairy 
Commission $500,000 a month 
for storage.

Truce report 
unconfirmed 


BEIRUT (AP) — Palestinian guer¬ 
rillas and Moslem private armies took 
over most of Lebanon on Wednesday, 
and Egypt’s official Middle East News 
Agency said Lebanese Christian leaders 
accepted a Syrian ceasefire proposal. 

The Palestinians and Moslems said 
they were marching on Beirut. 

There was no confirmation of the 
ceasefire hero or from Damascus. 

Before the Cairo report, Lebanese 
state television said the nation was in 
“a state of total armed anarchy,” with 
fierce fighting “from one end of the 
country to the other.” 

However, a spokesman for 
the right-wing Christian Pha¬ 
lange militia in Beirut denied 
the report. He 6 aid the 
Syrians were to meet with the 
Christian side this morning 
and any predictions about ac¬ 
ceptance or rejection of the 
proposals were premature. 

The news agency said the 
ceasefire, which calls for an 
equal share in Lebanon’s gov¬ 
ernment for the Moslems, was 
to be signed today. 

It said Lebanon’s Christian 
president, Suleiman Franjieh, 
accepted the Syrian ceasefire 
proposals after he was given 
authority by other Christian 
parties to talk with Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. 

The agency said Interior 
Minister Camille Chantoun, a 
powerful leader of one of the 
Christian factions, was 
against the agreement. Earli¬ 
er in the week. Chamoun ac¬ 
cused Syria of sending its own 
troops into Lebanon. 

Abu Leila, recognized as the 
Nj. 2 man in the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, told the Associated 
Press in the Syrian capital of 
Damascus- that Lebanese 
Moslems would accept no 
ceasefire without first obtain¬ 
ing their political goals. 

Lebanese Christian* now 
have the edge in political 
power, and control most of 
the economic wealth. 

King Hussein of Jordan met 
in Damascus with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, ap- 
parenUy in support of the 
Syrian mediation. 

Much of the devastated Le¬ 
banese capital was already in 
the hands of leftist Moslems 
fighting rightist Christians in 
the nine-month-old civil war. 

Reinforced by a large 
Palestinian Liberation Army 
force that crossed into Leban¬ 
on from Syria during the 
night, the Moslems arxl guer¬ 
rillas took over Chtoura, on 
the Beirut-Dmascus highway 
30 miles from Beirut, and 
tightened a siege on Zahlah in 
the Bekaa Valley, the Leban¬ 
ese army reported. 

The Palestinian-Moslem as¬ 
sault squeezed Christians into 
a mountainous one-fourth of 
the counrty along the coast 
north of Beirut. 

The offensive appeared 
timed to strengthen Syria’s 
hand in mediation efforts.

be only fair that the money 
should be returned to Quebec.

The malter arose locally 
during dlfc-ussions between 
city council and ferry authori¬ 
ty personnel of a proposal by 
the ferries to build an addi¬ 
tional loading dock at Depar¬ 
ture Bay. 

City- officials said the noise 
of loading and unloading was 
one of the reasons for their 
opposition to additional ferry 
docks here. 

In a letter to Mayor Frank 
Ney Wednesday, however, 
Gallagher said that a solution 
to the problem has been found 
by his dock design staff. 

The solution involves the in¬ 


troduction of nylatron bush¬ 
ings and closer tolerance at 
the hinges of the large, metal 
plates which vehicles pass 
over between the ferry and 
the dock. 

This solution helped some, 
but a second step is also being 
taken. Gallagher said a stiffer 
plate with a "celeron” bear¬ 
ing strip prevents the plate 
from sagging, with the result 
that the rocking motion on the 
deck of the ferry and the 
noise every time vehicle 
passes over it, is eliminated.

Nanaimo region public meeting 


Marina poser to be aired today 


NANAIMO — Administra¬ 
tion of the Deep Bay marina 
has been ruled out by the 
Nanaimo Region Board’s 
transporation committee, but 
the committee will continue 
negotiations with the federal 
government to take over the 
French Creek marina, and a 
public meeting will be held 
today to gauge public re¬ 
sponse to the idea. 

Thb transportation commit¬ 
tee earlier received confirma¬ 
tion from R. C. Thurber of the 
Small Craft Harbors Branch 
of oral commitments made to 
the committee last month. 

If the board agreed to take 
over the marinas, Thurber 


wrote, the federal government 
had plans to provide float 
lighting, power outlets on the 
floats, a number of finger 
floats, and wharfinger’s of¬ 
fices (with a freight shed at 
French Creek), all in 1976. 

Subject to there being a 
public water main nearby, the 
branch will also connect the 
marinas to water in 1976, said 
Thurber. A fire main Is pos¬ 
sible by 1977, he added. 

Other work planned for the 
future includes lavatories at 
each location, although this 
depends on the availability of 
disposal system, and dredg¬ 
ing and additional breakwater 
1 


at French Creek, said 
Thurber. 

“We have tentative plans to 
proceed with the (dredging) 
work during fiscal year 
1977-78, but at present this is 
of relatively low priority and 
must compete for funds with 
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other projects elsewhere .. 

His department assumes re¬ 
sponsibility for repair to any 
structures due to ordinary 
wear and tear, Thurber said, 
and he provided some further 
information on the regional 
board’s insurance liability on 
the matter. 

In discussion of Thurber’s 
correspondence, director Ray 
Barleske of Shaw Hill - Deep 
Bay said public sentiment in 
his area was against a region¬ 
al board takeover, because of 
expenses which it might 
incur. 

Other directors indicated 
that they expected to lose 
money at Deep Bay anyway, 
so they were not 1 'reluctant to 


drop the idea of taking it 
over. 

“We shouldrt’t have any 
trouble at least breaking even 
at French Creek,”Aaid direc-^ 
tor Paul Smith, board chair*' 
man, and he moved that a 
public meeting be held on the 
subject of taking over the 
marina there. 

In addition to informing the 
federal government that it is 
not interested in assuming re¬ 
sponsibility for Deep Bay 
Marina, the committee is ask¬

Alberni region chairman stresses ‘savings’ philosophy

PORT ALBERNI — Three 
new members, Mrs. Edna 
Batchelor of Ucluelet, Tony 
Dixon of Sproat Lake and 
Barry Pettinger of Long 
Beach, have been sworn in 
along with the remaining re¬ 
elected members of the 
11-man Albemi-Clayoquot Re¬ 
gion Board at its first meeting 
of the new year. 

Aid. George McKnight, one 
of three directors represent¬ 
ing the dty of Port Alberni, 


was re-elected chairman for 
another term. 

In his opening remarks, 
McKnight announced the for¬ 
mation of two new standing 
committees on this year’s 
board. 

The first, he said, would be 
a four-member committee 
consisting of himself, direc¬ 
tors Jim Robertson and Hans 
Irg and secretary Ian Asher, 
to meet with similar commit¬ 
tees from the city and the 
Distric 70 school board in an 
effort to coordinate planning 
and eliminate overlapping 
services. 


Originally, he said, the com¬ 
mittees were suggested sim¬ 
ply to deal with building in¬ 
spection and planning, but at 
his suggestion the frame of 
reference had been enlarged 
t:> include "all areas effecting 
the city and school district 
within the framework of the 
district.” 

McKnight said all bodies in¬ 
volved in the spending of pub¬ 
lic funds and. the application 
of taxes “are particularly sen¬ 
sitive in these times to effect¬ 
ing savings whereVer possi¬ 
ble.” 


It was hoped that the new 
committee would be able to 
spot areas and situations in 
which this could be done for 
tob benefit of all, he said. 

The second committee will 
be that of recreation. 

“We have been attempting 
off and on for some time to 
deal with area recreation, in 
a variety of ways,” McKnight 
said. "But the feeling is now 
that we must make serious ef¬ 
forts to resolve the planning 
and thrust of regional recrea¬ 
tion and take definite steps in 
this field.” 


All other committees will be 
se t and named at a special 
meeting to be held in camera 
Feb. 4, McKnight announced. 

The meeting gave third 
reading to a dozen bylaws 
which had been presented to 
public hearing the evening be¬ 
fore. 

It gave final reading to two 
bylaws, one covering the 
director’s remuneration for 
the comjng year, which re¬ 
mains at the same level as in 
1975, the other covering short¬ 
term borrowing for the dis¬ 
trict from now until tax reve¬ 
nues aro received in August. 


Secretary-treasurer Ian 
Asher also reported that he 
had been contacted by the 
new minister of public works 
for the province regarding 
two byl4^s dating back to 
1973 and 1974, in connection 
with a subdivision develop¬ 
ment in Long. Beach, which 
had never received provincial 
approval. The minister had 
then approved them and re¬ 
turned them in a matter of 
days to the distinct office, 
Asher said. The board gave 
final approval on both, as the 


company involved is still 
waiting to proceed. 

McKnight remarked that he 
hoped all the district’s bylaws 
would receive such prompt at¬ 
tention from the new provin¬ 
cial government. 

The board voted Unanimous¬ 
ly to support two resolutions 
received in correspondence. 
One was from the city of Dun¬ 
can, calling for the province 
to require the E. and N. rail¬ 
way to pay indemnities to the 
Island bus services in the 
event that it cancelled its pas¬ 
senger service north from 


Victoria. The other was from 
the district of Campbell 
River, calling for the federal 
government to review and re¬ 
inforce the West Coast air-sea 
rescue operations. 

The board referred to the 
district parks committee a 
proposal by director Gene 
xW’eightman that the right-of- 
way of the old APL railway, 
which winds a considerable 
distance in the area, be desig¬ 
nated a greenbelt area with 
the approval, of MacMillan 
Bloedel, which o&ns rights to 
the property. 
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One thing that the latest hockey series between Russia’s 
best and Canadian professionals didn’t do was to settle the 
arguments which have raged since the first Team Canada 
series in 1972. Knockers of Canadian hockey stubbornly stand 
on the 5-2-1 result as proof that the Russians are indeed supe¬ 
rior while those who dispute that are quick to point out that 
against the four best NHL clubs the Russians required excep¬ 
tional goalkeeping to come away no worse than 1-2-1. And the. 
cjincher for them, of course, was that 4-1 handling of the Cen¬ 
tral Army team by Philadelphia Flyers in the series-conclud¬ 
ing game between the NHL and Russian champions. 

That game. NHL-president Clarence Campbell said in 
what was more of an announcement than a comment, 
‘proved that we could play both styles. We matched theirs 
but they couldn’t match ours.” 


It was thoroughly predictable reaction from a loyal em¬ 
ployee who never forgets that it is his job to never admit that 
the NHL isn’t the best in everything, but it was more credible 
than the bannerline which screamed “FLYERS: A 
TRIUMPH OF TERROR OVER STYLE/’ and the following 
story which said in part that “the triumph Of terror over 
style could not have been more one-sided if A1 Capone’s mob 
had ambushed the Bolshoi Ballet dancers.” 


Nothing worse than that comment happened in any of the 
three series, and it makes all the more appreciated the way 
Gilles Tremblay expressed his view after watching the Flyers 
turn back the Russian champions. Once second only to Bobby 
Hull as an NHL leftwinger and now a radio and television 
commentator, Tremblay remarked “There has to be some¬ 
thing wrong with a system (the Russian system) which 
allows Dcm Saleski to look as 1 good as Bobby Clarke.” 

In all fairness, I think, the series could be called a stale¬ 
mate. There were lessons for both hockey camps in the eight 
games, and this time we may not have to fear that only the 
Russians will do their homework. They wiU learn because 
they came to- learn. That’s why they changed their policy 
about not playing against professionals, and it will be surpris¬ 
ing if there isn’t a noticeable change in their style and tactics 
when the next Series is played. And the NHL now knows for 
certain that NHL intimidation isn’t enough to close any gap 
the Russians may create.

There has been much fantasy since the Russians began to 
clobber our amateurs and seriously challenging our profes¬ 
sionals. There has been an almost sheep-like fascination 
with something called the Russian system, as if something 
new had been discovered and was solely responsible for Rus¬ 
sian hockey success. Well, if the most-recent series settled 
anything it proved that the Russian edge in the series against 
the pros has really been in preparation and motivation aug¬ 
mented by being able to impose a discipline that in Canadian 
players has to come from pride. 


The lightning-like Russian thrusts built on pattern pass¬ 
ing into the open spaces are pretty to watch and can be 
impressively effective, particularly against slower or poorer- 
conditioned opposition — such as was provided in the last 
series by New York Rangers and Pittsburgh Penguins. But 
men bannot be made into hockey machines, and when the 
flow of movement is 1 broken the Russians tend to move back 
into their zone and try to,make a restart. The play by rote 
which can be so devastating when opponents are enticed into 
chasing the puck, now undermines them because it has de¬ 
nied them improvisation, and until they learn to react by in¬ 
stinct and are allowed to deviate from the blue-print the Rus¬ 
sians cannot get much better than they are. 


However, it can be taken for granted that the Russians 
have noted their weaknesses and will immediately get to 
work at making themselves less vulnerable to the tactics 
which caused them to be outplayed by Montreal Canadiens, 
Buffalo Sabres and the Flyers — and, yes, by Boston Bruins, 
who probably would have won their game against ordinary 
goalkeeping. 


The Russians are going to have to do something about 
their play inside their blue-line. They cannot continue to give 
away the comers and the area behind the goal, and they’re 
going to have tp do more than stick-check in front of the goal, 
and also along the boards. And because forechecking tends to 
confuse, and even panic them, they’re going to have to whack 
the puck out of their zone when the occasion demands instead 
of dangerously passing it back into their goal area in the 
hope of making a break-out pass. On attack, they’re going to 
have to devise tactics which will make jamming the middle 
on them less effective and also make up for the Canadian dis¬ 
covery that the mo6t dangerous Russian attacker is the 
fellow who made the last pass. And when opponents line up 
across the blue-line, the Russians are going to have to shoot 
the puck in and race into the comers and pay the price for 
repossession.

Capital Gable Co-operative, 
j the citizens’ group which 
: hopes to start a non-profit and 
i subscriber-owned cable-TV 
| system in Greater Victoria, 

| announced it had applied for 
| a writ obliging the CRTC to 
hear the co-op’s application 
for the licence now held by 
Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 

Co-op general manager 
Herschel Hardin and lawyer 
David Lisson said the case 
had been set for Monday, 
Feb. 2, in the federal court’s 
trial division in Vancouver. 

They said the notice of mo¬ 
tion filed by ^jsson claimed a 
CRTC refusal to hear the co¬ 
op application at the Februa¬ 
ry hearing “is contrary to the 
rules of natural justice.” 

If the Vancouver court 
should order issuance of the 
writ, the CRTC would have to 
suspend at least the main 


part of the hearings set for 
Feb. 5 and 6 at the Empress 
and re-schedule them for later 
in the year. 

The coop, led by Hardin 
and president-educator John 
Young, asked the CRTC late 
hist year to consider its bid 
for the Greater Victoria cable 
licence at the same time as 
it considered Victoria Cable- 
vision’s request for a licence 
renewal. 

The CRTC returned the co¬ 
op application papers, saying 
its rules allowed only a hear¬ 
ing of licence-renewal bids. If 
the Cablevision licence was 
not renewed after the hear¬ 
ings, said the CRTC. a new 
hearing would be held later 
and the coop and others 
could apply. 

The coop greeted the CRTC 
rejection in December by say¬ 
ing it would consider legal ac¬ 
tion and would oppose the 
Cablevision request if the 
February hearings went 
ahead. 

Victoria Cablevision’s fu¬ 
ture is not the only item on 
the CRTC Victoria agenda, 
but its licence renewal, rate 
increase and new mid-band 
viewing area are by far the 
major issues.

Cut milk production, 
Whelan tells dairymen 


CALGARY (CP) - Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Eugene Whelan 
told dairy farmers Wednesday 
they must lower industrial 
milk production immediately. 

Speaking to the annual 
meeting of the Dairy Farmers 
of Canada, Whelan said milk 
production currently is 20 to 
26 per cent ahead of last year 
and the increase is causing 
problems in the dairy in¬ 
dustry. 

He said it appeared that 
production for the full 1975-76 
dairy~year will exceed the re¬ 
quired 100 million hundred¬ 
weight by about 11 million 
hundredweight 

This would result in a sur¬ 
plus of nearly 50 million 
pounds of butter, he said, 
costing the Canadian Dairy 
Commission $500,000 a month 
. for storage. 

“I am concerned that dairy 
farmers understand the prob¬ 
lem of over-production, and 


that they start to work now at 
bringing production back in 
line,” Whelan said.

Heavier tanker traffic 
inevitable, says Evans 


OLYMPIA. Wash (AP) -In¬ 
creased tanker traffic is inevi¬ 
table and a single superport is 
needed to minimize the threat 
of oil spills, Governor Dan 
Evans said Wednesday. 

In a special energy and 
transportation address to the 
state legislature, the governor 
called for construction of a 
superport-oil pipeline system 
which could cost $400 million. 

The superport proposal is a 
repeat request of one year 
ago. The idea is to require all 


Puget Sound-bound tankers to 
st>p at a single terminal w'est 
of Port Angeles. Their loads 
of crude oil would go to 
Whatcom and Skagit county 
refineries via submarine pipe¬ 
line. 

With the Canadian govern¬ 
ment slowly cutting off crude 
oil supplies via pipeline, in¬ 
creasing pressure will be 
placed on tanker traffic, 
Evans said. 

"We mu^t increasingly rely 
on tanker traffic,” he said. 


“The only alternative is to 
shut down the four refineries. 
That isn’t a reasonable alter¬ 
native. It’s unthinkable.” 

The system could cost up to 
$400 million, he said, adding: 
“I think we can do it for a lof 
less.” He said he has suggest¬ 
ed most strongly that the fed¬ 
eral government help under¬ 
write the project, particularly 
if the state becomes a 
transfer point for mid-U.S.- 
bound Alaska crude.

2 man in the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, told the Associated 
Press in the Syrian capital of 
Damascus that Lebanese 
Moslems would accept no 
ceasefire without first obtain¬ 
ing their political goals. 

Lebanese Christians now- 
have the edge in political 
fjower, and control most of 
the economic wealth. 

King Hussein of Jordan met 
in Damascus with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad, ap¬ 
parently in support of the 
Syrian mediation. 

Much of the devastated Le¬ 
banese capital was already in 
the hands of leftist Moslems 
fighting rightist Christians in 
the nine-month-old civil war. 

Reinforced by a large 
Palestinian Liberation Army 
force that crossed into Leban¬ 
on from Syria during the 
night, the Moslems and guer¬ 
rillas took over Chtoura, on 
the Beirui-Damascus highway 
30 miles from Beirut, and 
tightened a siege on Zahlah in 
the Bekaa Valley, the Leban¬ 
ese army reported.

“let’s say, $200 million more 
than you expected”- in taxes 
as a result of the skyrocketing 
Olympic costs, and it would 
be only fair that the money 
should be returned to Quebec.

But, she said, the offer was 
made on a technical basis ‘‘to 
try to shut me up.” * 

It would also have meant 
that she would have been re¬ 
quired to sign a ‘‘faisd’'de¬ 


claration" and that she re¬ 
fused to do. 

She has settled instead for 
the uncertainty of living on a 
minister’s permit, which can 
be revoked at any time, 
rather than surrender her 
principles and abandon others 
w f ho share her problems. 


Ms. Anderson contracted 
viral encephalitis in I960, and 
an after-effect was grand mal 
epilepsy. 

On a balanced treatment 
program. Ms. Anderson has 
not had a seizure since 1973. 

She was married in London 
in 1973 to Vancouver-born li¬ 


brarian Richard Anderson, 
and in December of that year 
made the first move to gain 
admittance to Canada. 

She bulldozed her way 
through a great deal of red 
tape, before finally being 
granted a minister’s permit to 
come to Canada to live. 


Campbell seeks abolition of B.C. 6 error 5 

Islands Trust fighting for life

Gulf Islands politics entered 
another phase in its turbulent 
history with the announce¬ 
ment by Capital Region Board 
chairman Jim Campbell that 
the Islands Trust — the 
watchdog body set up by the 
NDP government — is a 
‘ $236,000 error” that should 
be abolished. 

Campbell’s comments fol¬ 
lowed an all-day meeting of 
chairmen and directors from 
the seven regional boards 
which help govern the 220*odd 
islands coming under the 
trust’s umbrella. 

The secret meeting was 
called by Campbell to debate 
changes in the structure of 
the fledgling trust — set up in 
the fall uf 1974—to be recom¬ 
mended to Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis. 

Campbell would not disclose 
what options were presented 
at the meeting at the Capital 
Rei^ion’s office on Yates ex¬ 
cept to say that the regional 
politicians would meet again 
in two weeks to firm up their 
proposals for changes. 

Emphasizing it was his own 
personal view, Campbell, also 
a Satuma Island farmer, told 
the Colonist: “The Islands 
Trust is a $236,000 erro’r by 
the previous administration,” 
a body that directly inter¬ 
fered with the regional dis¬ 
tricts’ responsibility to govern 
and one which should be abol¬ 
ished. 

The trust, set up by an act 
of the Legislature in 1974, has 
broad, overfall control of 
planning and development in 
the Islands. 

Headed by three govern¬ 
ment-appointed general trust¬ 
ees, it has a staff of five and 
a -current budget of some 
$236,000. 

There are also 26 local 
trustees elected to represent 
13 designated islands. 

"What the Island Trust does 
is second-guess local govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

He also charged that the 
passage of bylaws had been 
delayed by the trust for up 
to eight months. 

Campbell went on to say 
that the $120,000 allocated in 
the current budget (m>re 
than half the total) for the 
three general trustees and the 
26 local trustees was “abso¬ 
lutely outrageous in terms of 
the amount of work there is to 
do.” 

(The local trustees are paid 
$50 monthly plus expenses, 
while the three general trust¬ 
ees get expenses and a per 
diem rate which is $175 for 
the chairman and $150 for the 
two others). 

However, Island Trust 
chairman Hilary Brown noted 
the trust was operating 
“about 25 per cent under bud¬ 
get” and expected it to finish 
the year in much the same 
position. 

Ms. Brown noted that the 1 
per diem rates paid her and 
the other general trustees 
were in line with rates paid 
chairmen and trustees in sim¬ 
ilar positions. 

She said she usually worked 
three days a week and expect¬ 
ed to make some $26,000 this 
fiscal year. 

As for Campbell’s general 
comments about the trust, 
Ms. Brown said that far from 
interfering with regional gov¬ 
ernment, the Islands Trust 
complemented the work of re¬ 
gional planners and politi¬ 
cians. 

She cited the case of the 
new Salt Spririg Island sub¬ 
division bylaw in which an 
“impasse” was broken by the 
trust when the parties in¬ 
volved were at loggerheads 
over the issue. 

She also noted that when 
the Trust’s 26 local trustees 
were elected in November 
1974, there had been a “very, 
very high percentage of voter 
interest.” 

It would be “disastrous” if 
the Islands Trust was dis¬ 
banded since the Islands need¬ 
ed “special care.”

Once the couple arrived in ’ 
Canada, her husband Richard 
launched an appeal as an Im¬ 
migrant’s sponsor whose ap¬ 
plication for landed im¬ 
migrant status had been re¬ 
fused. 

They want to have the Im¬ 
migration Act changed to re¬ 
move a clause which bans 
people afflicted with epilepsy 
from entering Canada. 

“It is estimated that one 
thousand people in Canada 
are living on a minister’s per¬ 
mit because of epilepsy,” 
commented Ms. Anderson. 

“We fre trying to do this 
for ottfer people as well as 
ourselves.” 

The permit is valid for one 
year and has to be renewed 
annually. It can be revoked at 
any time and does not entitle 
the holder to become a landed 
immigrant and eventually 
qualify for’ citizenship. 

Such permits, she said, 
were usually granted to crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So you can see that any 
time y6u get to a crunch with 
officialdom, and they see this 
permit, you immediately have 
to launch into long and em¬ 
barrassing explanations.” 

She said that when her hus¬ 
band launched his appeal she 
was told to take another med¬ 
ical examination. 

That examination agreed 
with the former diagnosis of 
her grand mal epilepsy, and 
was sent along to the health 
and welfare department for 
evaulation. 

The department decided 
that she did not have epilep¬ 
sy, but that she had epilep¬ 
tiform seizures, and so was 
not barred from immigration. 

Last week the orders-in- 
council were passed granting 
her landed immigrant status, 
and she was called to the im¬ 
migration office and asked to 
sign a declaration that all the 
statements in the application 
were true. 

“I refused to sign it. be¬ 
cause the papers included the 
diagnosis that I did not have 
epilepsy. 

“I was not going to make a 
false declaration,” she said. 

She has written to Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Robert Andras 
explaining her refusal, and 
has also written to various 
MPs who have been cam- 
p a i g n i n g for appropriate 
changes in the Immigration 
Act. 

Next move, she says, is up , 
to the minister. 

He could eliminate the of¬ 
fensive line in the Immigra¬ 
tion Act, as he has said he 
would do. 

“The government has been 
saying it since 1965, so 
that doesn’t seem too hopeful. 
But he could do it tomorrow, 
and end the heartache for ev¬ 
eryone in my position.” 

He could examine her case 
and decide that a wrong diag¬ 
nosis had been made, and ref¬ 
use her landed immigrant 
status because of her epilepsy 
so that the appeal could pro¬ 
ceed. 

“Or he could say there is no 
such thing as epilepsy, only 
epileptiform seizures, and 
admit everyone as they were 
going to admit me,” she said. 

But she is afraid he will 
wait for a general revision of 
the immigration laws, and 
judging by initial reaction to 
t h e government’s Green 
Paper on immigration, that 
could take a long time.

‘Think tank’ 
boss hopeful 

Mason Gaffney, the prominent U.S. economist ap-. 
pointed by the NDP government in 1973 to head a per¬ 
petually-funded "think tank” at the University of Vio-" 
toria, is confident the research institute will continue to 
operate under the new Social Credit administration. 

Gaffney said the political independence of the insti¬ 
tute, the B.C. Institute for Economic Policy Research, 
had been "carefully guarded” by act of the Legislature. 

“We have no indications of any change and I don’t 
know any reason why there should be one.” 

Gaffney said that while there had been as yet no 
formal discussion between the cabinet and the insti¬ 
tute’s five-man board of directors, he didn’t think there 
w'as "any doubt” but that it would continue to exist and 
perform a “useful service.” 

The institute, financed by a $5-million perpetual 
fund yielding some $400,000 annually, was set up by the 
NDP administration to do pure research in resource 
economics. 

Including Gaffney, it has four economists on staff 
who are studying — among other things — mineral 
leases, unemployment, land policy as it affects the 
housing shortage, and B.C. Ferries pricing systems. 


Wells needed

Immediate expenditures of 
$175,000 to $200,000 are needed 
in the Saanich Peninsula to 
drill new wells and connect 
them to the existing water 
system, according to a study 
received by Central Saanich 
council this week. 

And the existing water rates 
are much too low, concludes 
the study, carried out by Pi- 
teau Gadsby MacLeod Ltd. of 
North Vancouver. 

The study also recommends 
controlling the sewer system 
design so that treatment plant 
effluent can be used to supple¬ 
ment irrigation water require¬ 
ments. 

Central Saanich must obtain 
clear possession of all in¬ 
stallations within its bounda¬ 
ries, be relieved of all respon¬ 
sibilities outside its bounda¬ 
ries, and get the airport into 
the position of being an ordi¬ 
nary customer of North Saan¬ 
ich or Sidney, the report rec¬ 
ommends. 

Central Saanich Mayor 
Jean Butler said the report 
had been given to aldermen, 
who were studying it 

"There’s a lot of material 
there, and it will take us some 
time to understand and digest 
it all,” she said. 

According to the study, it is 
critical that council establish 
ownership of Stewart’s Well

One Victoria hotCf owner 
wants the city to name the 
hotel owners who are not pay¬ 
ing municipal taxes on time 
and using the city as a cheap 
souroe of financing. 

"I’m tarred with this 
crummy brush,” said Peter 
George Hartnell of the Queen 
Victoria Inn, who objected to 
Mayor Mike Young’s state¬ 
ment accusing hotel owners 
and apartment owners of 
being tardy on taxes as a 
means of getting lower inter¬ 
est rates charged than if they 
had to borrow the money 
from a bank to pay the taxes. 

“If they (city officials) have 
any squawks, charge these 
people immediately or put 
their names in the paper,” 
Hartnell continued. 

He said he didn’t like pay¬ 
ing taxes either but that he 
does it just the ’same — on 
time.

Mains and storage tanks 
north of the Central Saanich 
reservoir should be trans¬ 
ferred to North Saanich, Deep 
Cove or Sidney, while Central 
Saanich should be released 
from its commitments on 
storage at McTavish Road 
and on fire-fighting and 
domestic demand conditions. 

Central Saanich, says the 
report, must be released from 
the 35*cent-per-l ,000-gallon 
cost restriction, and must re¬ 
tain its present licence on Elk 
Lake. 

In addition, negotiations 
should be started immediately 
with the Greater Victoria 
Water District with a view to 
establishing council’s desire 
to join the "club.” 

“Joining the Greater yic- 
toria Water District is manda¬ 
tory to obtain a maximum 
supply of five to seven million 
gallons a day and to get res¬ 
ervoir storage in the near fu¬ 
ture at reasonable cost.” 

The development of new 
well fields is the key to the 
expansion of peninsula water 
systems without loading exist¬ 
ing and future customers w ith 
a crushing debt burden. 

New wells are necessary’ to 
meet the water demand be¬ 
fore Greater Victoria Water 
District water is available. By 
July of this year, engineer 
estirhate, the peninsula water 
systefo will be short at least 
half a million gallons a day. 

It is estimated that it would 
take anything from three to 
five years for negotiations, 
design and construction be¬ 
fore district water was avail¬ 
able on the peninsula. 

According to the engineers, 
if all theif recommendatiohs 
are fallowed, improvements to 
the water systems and the ac¬ 
quisition of additional sources 
<xnild be done from revenue 
with the aid of short-term bor¬ 
rowing. 

The report discusses at 
some length the recycling of 
water, since it is now tech¬ 
nologically feasible to reno¬ 
vate effluent from properly 
acting sewage treatment' 
plants for use as Irrigation. 

"It is also technologically 
possible to bring this effluent 
to drinking water standards,” 
says the report. 

"However, socio-political at¬ 
titudes must be changed and 
water must be scarce before 
the public will accept the 
direct re-use of effluent.’’ 

"The spending of millions of 
dollars to collect, store and 
transmit water to communi¬ 
ties at the same time that 
milljons or dollars are spent 
to collect 80 per cent of this 
water in sewage systems, 
treat it and dispose of it in 
one great "hot spot” of pollu¬ 
tion is in fundamental conflict 
witHl modem ecological philo¬ 
sophies,” says the report. 

>”Add to this t Re fact that 
agriculturists spend millions 
of dollars buying fertilizers to 
supply the same nutrients 
that could be supplied from 
sewage effluent.”
